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PAYING FOR ROADS 


WHule extra road building is desirable, like so many other things, there 

is no money to spare for it. This is the argument that the Government 
uses to explain the present niggardly road-building programme in this country. 

In the eyes of the Treasury, it overrides the arguments even of the 
Federation of Civil Engineering Contractors, that so far from being under 
strain, the industry has a great deal of unused capacity; that there is almost 
one idle machine for every one at work, and that the road programme could 


be stepped up by £100m. per annum within two years without straining the 
industry's resources. 


Judging by the results, it is evident that the Treasury’s viewpoint has, 
so far, won the day. But recently the economic correspondent to the 
Financial Times fired some challenging salvos. Is the Treasury correct, he 
asked, in applying to road building the same yardstick as to other kinds of 
spending? The amount of money required is normally a good measuring 
rod, but it gives a much-exaggerated impression of the real burden of an 
expanded highway programme. If it is possible to build more roads, without 
sacrificing very much of anything else, talk about not being able to afford 
more roads is misleading. For this is precisely the kind of situation where 


more money could be spent without either increasing taxation or adding to 
the chances of inflation. 


Even more cogent, we think, is the argument that road building, although 
classed as “above the line” expenditure in the Budget account, really represents 
an addition to the nation’s capital; it is an investment in che same way as 
railway modernisation or the expansion of the motor car industry. Moreover, 
although it is difficult to calculate the return on highway investment, it is 
certain that to improve the present chaotic conditions would show as good 
a return for money as any other kind of public investment. 


Road casualties during April were the highest ever. Congestion retards 
the delivery of vital items to the export industries and other concerns. And 
all the time the amount of traffic is increasing. The Road Research Laboratory 
estimates that traffic during April, 1960, was 15 per cent. above the April, 
1959, figure. Yet the official approved expenditure on all types of road 
works—trunks, classified and other road works—in 1960-61 for Great Britain 


is only £92m., which represents a paltry 0.5 per cent. of the National Income 
of the United Kingdom. 


The Government's attitude towards road development needs to be com- 
pletely revised. We are not saying that more roads can be obtained for nothing. 
But the cutback elsewhere necessary to finance them without inflation would 
be a good deal less than the £100m. suggested by the money expenditure 


involved. In any case, it is an investment that the Government cannot afford 
to do without. 





Power Plans Ready 


HE announcement of the Government's decision to slow down the nuclear 

programme spotlights the Central Electricity Generating Board’s plans 

for building coal-fired stations. Apparently, the full cut in nuclear construction 

is to fall on the Board’s share of the programme, which will be reduced from 

4,475 megawatts to 3,175 megawatts by the end of 1966. This means that 

previous plans for coal-fired plant for the years 1965 and 1966 must be 
increased by 1,300 megawatts. 


Can the Board deliver the goods? The C.E.G.B. states that its plans 
are ready. Applications have been made earlier this year for statutory consents 
for a number of coal-fired plants, and provided the Minister of Power gives 
his consents before the end of this year, enough coal-fired plant can be 
provided to make good the cut in nuclear plant and to cater for the growth 
demand of 1965 and 1966.

WESTERN BY-PASS 


Viaduct Beams Placed by New 
Launching Method 


URING the next few months a total 
of 120 precast reinforced concrete 
beams, each weighing up to 38 tons, 
will be placed on the Wolvercote Via- 
duct at the rate of one a day by a new 
method whereby each beam is sus- 
pended from an aluminium alloy truss 
and is winched across its span from the 
existing deck to the next column. 


Wolvercote Viaduct—part of the 
Southern and Western By-pass of Oxford 
now being constructed for the Berkshire 
County Council as agents to the Ministry 
of Transport—is a 12-span structure, 850ft. 
long, crossing the main railway line, the 
Oxford Canal, and the A.40 London Road. 
It carries two 24ft. carriageways and two 
6ft. footpaths, the deck structure being 
“split” to provide two separate decks, one 
for each carriageway. 

Two spans—span 3 over the railway and 
span 12 approaching the A.40 crossing 
have already been placed by normal 
methods. Span 3 was raised by British

bottom member of the truss is a special 
extrusion which performs the duel role of 
truss member and monorail for the cradles 
carrying the beam. 


Beam Placing 


The first launching, from the deck of 
span 12 across the A.40, took place last 
week. The launching method is as follows: 
initially the back mast rests on_ its 
launching rails and the front mast is held 
up by twin wire ropes which run up over 
the back mast and down on to the concrete 
beam. This beam is on the same track as 
the back mast and immediately behind it. 

Movement of the launcher and of the 
beam, acting as kentledge, is by use of a 
winch on the inboard mast, which is also 
used to haul the beam along the truss. 
Launcher and beam are winched forward 
on the track until the truss is over the 
full span, when the front mast is lowered 
on to the traverse track on the columns 
and the wire ropes are detached from the 
kentledge beam. The back mast is then 
transferred from the launching track on 
to a traverse track. 

The beam, slung in the cradles beneath 
the truss can now be winched out until it 
spans the road. At this stage the beam 
and launcher can be traversed on the rail 
over the position where the beam is to 
be placed. Lowering of the beam on to its 
supports is by four 15-ton hydraulic jacks. 


Viaduct Design 


Apart from its method of construction, 
the Wolvercote Viaduct is of interest in 
its design, being an articulated structure. 
The deck is “held” at each abutment by 
means of fixed rocker type hinges and 
similar hinges are used to connect the 
deck to the piers at all piers except pier 6. 

From the west abutment there are seven 
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spans of nominal 73ft. length followed by 
two spans of 67ft. after which there is a 
“trapezoidal” span of mean length 39ft. 
followed by two further spans of 67ft. 

The viaduct is straight for the first four 
spans, which are therefore square, and the 
road then commences a gentle curve to the 
north resulting in very slight skew spans 
until the A.40 is reached. At this point, 
due to the alignment of the A.40, the 
last two spans are 26-degree skew and this 
required the trapezoidal span. The two 
67ft. spans to the west of the trapezoidal 
span were thus arranged since otherwise 
the length of the trapezoidal span would 
become too small and visually unsatisfac- 
tory. 

The foundations consist of bored piles, 
sunk by Soil Mechanics, Ltd., with sub- 
stantial pile caps having tie beams between 
each pair of pier legs. The sub-structure is, 
for the most part, single portal type piers 
for each carriageway. For the railway 
span it was necessary to fill the gap be- 
tween the two carriageways by extra deck 
construction and there the piers consist 
of three span portals over the whole width 
of the bridge. At the A.40 single columns 
are provided on a common base, each 
column supporting one beam per span of 
the deck. The abutments are reinforced 
concrete cantilever retaining wall type, 
with headwalls at the edges. 

Thermal and creep movements are 
accommodated by the reinforced concrete 
type hinges at the base of the pier columns 
and by flexure of the columns in the case 
of the single columns at the A.40. Thus 
the piers rotate about their base and for 
this reason the portal piers could not be 
used at the A.40 since due to the skew the 
rotation would be in an undesirable direc- 
tion. At pier 6 there is a roller bearing, 
permitting movement, and a steel expan- 
sion joint in the deck. 

The expansion joint is designed as a 
a “comb” type joint accommodating + 2in. 
to 4in. movement and to avoid large gaps 
in the joint, due to the width of each 
tooth, coverplates are welded over part 
of the width of the joint. The bearings, 
excepting the roller, are made of Meehanite 
cast-iron. To avoid possible “fretting” of 
the surfacing at the piers due to small 
movements, the thickness of surfacing has 
been increased by dishing the structural 
concrete and incorporating a _ rocking 
bridging unit between each span. 

Each of the two decks consists of five 
roadway and one footpath or edge beam 
which are longitudinally prestressed. These 
beams are joined transversely by pre- 
stressed concrete diaphragms and the rein- 
forced concrete deck slab. 

The piers consist of precast pier legs, 
incorporating precast “hinge blocks” and 
are set into pockets of the pile caps, 


Rail-mounted steam cranes 
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grouted up and joined by in-situ rein- 
forced concrete transoms. The piers at 
A.40 consist of in-situ circular columns 
with column caps supporting the deck 
beams. 

All the beams and columns for the struc- 
ture are cast at Iver, Bucks., by the Con- 
crete Development Co., Ltd. 

The concrete finish of the sub-structure 
is plain excepting the circular columns 
which are made with granite aggregate and 
bush hammered to produce a darker 
colour. The external

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duct the route traverses the Thames Valley 
across low-lying ground subject to flooding 
and entailing heavy embankment work.

The By-pass Scheme 


The Oxford Southern and Western By- 
pass constitutes an important section of the 
outer by-pass roads which will eventually 
form a complete ring around Oxford. The 
scheme starts at the north-western end of 
the present Southern By-pass, which was 
opened to traffic in 1932, then proceeds in 
a northerly direction, passing to the east 
of the village of Wytham and bridging the 
River Thames near Godstow. After pass- 
ing over the Wolvercote Viaduct it termi- 
nates at the A.34 roundabout. For a 
distance of about 1} miles between the 
Seacourt Bridge and the Wolvercote Via-

up with the Banbury Road, A.423. A further 
section to the north, known as Gosford 
Link and connecting the Banbury Road 
with the Bicester Road, A.43, has been 
completed and is now open to traffic. The 
Eastern By-pass was completed in the 
recent past, and on completion of. the 
Western and North-Western By-passes now 
under construction, the complete by-pass 
system round Oxford will have been 
achieved, apart from the Southern By-pass 
extension and the Sandford Link Road. 

By an arrangement between the two 
county councils and accepted by the 
Ministry of Transport, Berkshire C.C. are 
the agent authority for the construction of 
the whole of the Oxford Western By-pass, 
1} miles of which lie in Oxfordshire, while 
the Oxfordshire C.C. are agent authority 
for whole of the Southern By-pass exten- 
dion (south-eastwards) of which nearly 
one mile is in Berkshire. 


Earthworks 


Earthworks account for roughly 4 of 
the cost of all roadworks on the Southern 
and Western By-passes, and the formation 
of cuttings and embankments has been the 
principal task undertaken on the main road 
to date. The earthworks involve about 
75,000 cu. yd. of cut and return fill at the 
southern end of the scheme in material 
varying from clay to gravel, but predomi- 
nately clay. The maximum depth of cut 
is 10ft. 

From the Seacourt Stream northwards, 
the road is entirely on embankments, which 
are being formed of 600,000 cu. yd. of 
gravel filling material from a borrow pit at 
Wolvercote and from a proposed reservoir 
site some four miles distant at Farmoor. 
The height of the embankments vary be- 
tween 10ft. and 30ft. 

Equipment being used by the contractors 
on the earthworks includes two 38RB and 
two 33RB machines digging in the borrow 
pits and feeding 30 lorries of from 8 cu. yd. 
to 14 cu. yd. capacity, four DW.21’s and 
a pair of D.9 low-bowl scraper units. 
Stothern and Pitt 54T vibratory rollers are 
used to compact the embankments. 

The specification for embankments calls 
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for compaction of the material so that it 
has not more than 10 per cent. of air voids 
at natural moisture content, except for 
the top 2ft. where compaction to within 
5 per cent. of air voids must be obtained. 
Wherever the variable material from cut- 
tings has been used to form embankments 
it has been specified that the top 2ft. 
immediately below the carriageway base 
shall be constructed with superior im- 
ported gravel. 


The presence of an underlying stratum 
of marsh clay sub-soil, a highly compres- 
sible material of low bearing capacity, 
throughout the section between the Sea- 
court Bridge and the Mill Stream has en- 
tailed special measures being taken on the 
construction of embankments over this 
length. In general the marsh clay occurs 
at about Ift. below ground level, the 
depth of seam varying between 2ft. and 
14ft. For distances of 50ft. and 100ft. on 
either side of the River Thames Bridge 
where its depth exceeds 10ft. the marsh 
clay will be removed and replaced with 
gravel filling up to existing ground level. 


Over further lengths of 300ft. and 400ft. 
respectively on either side of the River 
Thames lft. diameter vertical sand drains 
have been driven in patterns forming 6ft. 
equilateral triangles through the marsh 
clay into the underlying gravel to a depth 
of lft. Pore pressure cells connected to 
peizometers, which record the pore pres- 
sures in the marsh clay caused by embank- 
ment work, have been fixed in each of 
these areas. The purpose of the sand 
drains is to accelerate the drainage of water 
from the clay layer so as to achieve the 
maximum possible settlement in the two- 
year construction period, thus reducing 
residual settlement to a minimum. 

A controlled rate of filling has been 
imposed on the remaining length of em- 
bankment between Seacourt Stream Bridge 
and the Mill Stream, the rate of lift being 
regulated to accord with the piezometer 
readings so that the risk of sub-soil slips 
occurring owing to overloading is dimi- 
nished. 

To ensure thorough compaction of the 
embankments a three-lane system has been 
introduced so that spreading, compactign 
and testing may proceed in order. This 
ensures that any one layer has been com- 
pacted and tested, or at least inspected 
and passed by the engineer, prior to placing 
the next layer. Tests carried out by the 
materials engineer using the sand replace- 
ment method have resulted in dry den- 
sities of between 130lb. and 140lb. per 
cu. ft. being regularly obtained on the 
gravel filling. 


On the major part of the scheme where 
flush margins are being provided, the drain- 
age system consists of French drains with 
porous concrete piles and the trench back- 
filled with graded gravel to the finished 
level. These French drains are laid into 
cross drains, which in turn discharge into 
open precast concrete channels laid on the 
slopes of the embankments. Manholes 
have been constructed in situ in concrete 
and in all cases sumps have been provided 
to trap silt. 


Carriageways 


Contractors were invited to tender on 
the basis of three alternative forms of 
carriageway construction: (a) lean rolled 
concrete; (b) wet-mix (pre-mixed water- 
bound macadam); and (c) reinforced con- 
crete. 

Lean rolled concrete was decided upon, 
and after taking C.B.R. tests the following 
construction depths were specified: (1) In 
cutting—4in. gravel sub base; 12in. lean 
rolled concrete, 3in. bitumen macadam 
blinded with bitumen coated grit, 14in. hot 
rolled asphalt (final surfacing); on em- 
bankments—4in. gravel, 10in. lean rolled 
concrete, 3in. bitumen macadam blinded 
with bitumen coated grit, l4in. hot rolled 
asphalt. 

Where imported gravel filling is being 
provided up to the underside of the lean 
concrete base, it is intended to omit the 
4in. gravel sub-base, Over the greater 
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length of the scheme where flush concrete 
marginal strips are being constructed, their 
level will conform with the level of the 
3in. bitumen macadam base course. 

Ultimately both the flush margins and 
‘bitumen macadam base course will be 
finally surfaced with sin. hot-rolled 
asphalt which will be treated with a 
thermoplastic material to form a white 
marginal strip, 12in. wide, along the edges 
of the carriageways. 

To date, carriageway works have in 
general only been undertaken on the minor 
roads connected with the scheme, where 
the base construction has also been in 
lean rolled concrete with a bitumen mac- 
adam base course but with a final surface 
in cold asphalt. It has been found that 
the aggregate in this area, which is emi- 
nently suitable for lean concrete work, is 
somewhat finer than that quoted in the 
Ministry of Transport Specification, and 
in consequence a cement aggregate ratio 
of 1:18 has been used as compared 
with 1:24 which has been used else- 
where in the county. 


Thames Bridge 


The Thames crossing is a single-span 
two-pinned portal type bridge having a 
span of 140ft. The deck structure is 
separated for each carriageway as in the 
Wolvercote Viaduct. Each part of the 
deck consists of five roadway frames and 
one footpath or edge frame. Each frame 
consists of a horizontal beam and the 
vertical section of the frame comprises two 
sloping legs producing a triangulated effect. 
The inner legs are reinforced concrete 
struts and the outer legs are prestressed 
concrete ties. 

Beams are prestressed longitudinally and 
joined transversely by prestressed dia- 
phragms (excluding the edge beam) and a 
reinforced concrete deck slab. The deck 
is cast to a longitudinal fall of 1:191.71 
and the horizontal curve of the roadway is 
accommodated by setting the kerbs to a 
curve although the bridge deck as a whole 
is straight in plan. To accommodate super 
elevation the beams are cast to a transverse 
cross-fall. All construction is in situ. 

The foundations consist of permanent 
cofferdams with a mass and reinforced 
concrete footing joined at approximately 
ground level by an intermediate slab, 
having holes through which the sloping legs 
pass. The vertical walls of the founda- 
tions are extended to above ground level 
to enclose the sloping legs. 

The sloping struts incorporate jacking 
pads with Freyssinet flat-jacks so that the 
struts can be jacked to compensate for 
secondary prestressing effects and take up 
any small abutment yield. 

The walls of the abutments are covered 
by precast panels, having exposed Men- 
heniot granite aggregate, and the edge 
beams have a fascia of similar panels to- 
gether with horizontal panels of calcined 
flint white aggregate used with Snowcrete 
cement. 


Mill Stream Bridge 


This is a simply supported deck bridge 
of 66ft. 6in. span. The foundations are 
of bored piles and the abutments are of 
the cantilever retaining wall type with 
headwalls. 

Each deck consists of nine prestressed 
concrete roadway beams and one rectan- 
gular footpath or edge beam. These are 
precast initially only to approximately the 
soffit of the deck slab. After positioning 
they are joined transversely by prestressed 
concrete diaphragms, following which the 
in-situ reinforced concrete deck slab is 
cast. Unlike the Wolvercote Viaduct, the 
beams do not include the deck slab rein- 
forcement through their top flanges. 

The bridge is constructed to a 24-degree 
skew and a longitudinal gradient of 1:189.2, 
the gentle horizontal curve of the road 
being accommodated by setting the kerbs 
to the curve. 


Bridge Over A.420 


The bridge of the road A.420 is a three- 
span structure on a skew of 17 degrees, 
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It is 65ft. wide between parapets. The 
deck consists of precast prestressed beams 
laid side by side and stressed transversely 
after the space between them has been 
filled with mortar and a 3in. slab laid on 
top. The centre and side span beams are 
59ft. lin. and 27ft. 6in. long respectively. 


The main beams are trapezoidal in sec- 
tion, being 15in. wide at the bottom and 
13}in. wide at the top. At the bottom of 
the beams the gap between them is .83in. 
and at the top is 2.33in. The centre span 
beams are 28in. deep and are _ post- 
tensioned on the Gifford-Udall C.C.L. 
system. The side span beams are 19in. 
deep and are pre-tensioned. 


Edge beams have one vertical face to 
accommodate the transverse stressing an- 
chorages, which are hidden after stressing 
by rectangular section parapet beams. 


The beams are mounted on rubber bear- 
ings. At one abutment and both trestles 
these consist of 9in. by 6in. by fin. pads 
laid on concave steel plates and curved 
precast blocks, cast in the base of the 
beams, bear on them. At the other abut- 
ment the bearings consist of 8in. by 8in. 
by 4}in. rubber blocks, interleaved with 
steel plates. The blocks sit on the top of 
the capping beams and each one is located 
by two lin. diameter dowels. Flat steel 
plates, also with dowels, form the beam 
seating. This arrangement allows for all 
spans to deflect under load and for ex- 
pansion to be taken up by the blocks. 


The capping beams, columns and bases 
are normal reinforced concrete construc- 
tion. Columns are hinged at the base to 
allow for movement of the deck. Abut- 
ments are of mass concrete. 


Other Bridges 


The other bridges of the by-pass include: 
a bridge over the Wytham-Godstow Road of 
three 27ft. 4in. spans and similar in design 
to the bridge over the A.420; a single 
55ft. 4in. span bridge over Seacourt Stream, 
split into two sections, each 4lft. 6in. wide 
between parapets; three accommodation 
bridges and three flood arches. 


The accommodation bridges and flood 
arches are all normal reinforced concrete 
construction and are all 15ft. clear span. 
The accommodation bridge at the south 
end of Pixey Mead will be a portal frame 
on bored pile foundations. As it is close 
to the Thames Bridge it will be faced with 
units similar to those used on that bridge. 


The remaining structures are of the 
strutted abutment type. The accommoda- 
tion bridges have bored pile foundations 
but the flood arches have spread founda- 
tions. Wing walls are of reinforced con- 
crete where bored piles are used and mass 
concrete elesewhere. 

All the concrete for the project is pro- 
duced in a Premix dry batching plant set 
up at Godstow and capable of an output 
of 300 cu. yd. of concrete a day. The con- 
crete is mixed at site in 3 cu. yd. Rapier 
truck-mixers. 


Consultants and Contractors 


The roadworks are designed and are 
being supervised by the Berkshire County 
Council as agents of the Ministry of Trans- 
port. The consulting engineers, R. Travers 
Morgan and Partners, London, are respon- 
sible for the design of the Wolvercote Via- 
duct, Thames Bridge and the Mill Stream 
Bridge, and they are supervising the con- 
struction of these structures and the other 
smaller bridges which were designed by 
the Berkshire C.C. 


The Berkshire county surveyor is Mr. 
K. P. Brow, M.B.E., M.I.C.E., M.I.Mun.E., 
whose resident engineer (roads) is Mr 
R. H. James, A.M.I.C.E. The Ministry's 
divisional road engineer (South Eastern 
Division) is Mr. T. E. Hutton, B.Sc., 
M.I.C.E., and the consulting engineer’s 
resident engineer (bridges) is Mr. H. R. 
Webster.

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SAND AND GRAVEL IN ROAD CONSTRUCTION 
By L. S. Blake, B.Sc., A.M.LC.E., M.Inst.HLE., 


Cement and Concrete Association 


This Paper, presented at the recent course on the Production and Technology 
of Sand and Gravel Aggregates held by the Sand and Gravel Association of 
Great Britain at the Imperial College of Science and Technology, deals with the 
use of these aggregates for concrete and cement-bound bases, particular attention 
being paid to the latter because of recent developments in its use. 


PRUNDAMENTALLY, the road engi- 
neer has the choice between a 
“rigid” pavement or a “flexible” base 
with a bituminous surfacing. The 
“rigid” pavement is, of course, rein- 
forced concrete or prestressed concrete, 
although up to the present the latter has 
been rarely used. Of the “flexible” 
bases, broken stone, graded crushed 
rock, hardcore and hoggin were the 
most common but, after the last war, 
soil-cement and lean concrete came into 
the picture. 

There are so many factors to be con- 
sidered when deciding on the type of road 
construction to adopt—and prejudice has 
always entered into the equation—that it is 
not surprising a wide difference of opinion 
has appeared to exist on the subject among 
road engineers. Neighbouring towns and 


counties, in which conditions of costs, 
material supplies and labour were very 
similar often chose widely different 


methods of construction. 

Road engineers still have to make the 
choice between rigid and flexible pave- 
ments, and usually this is decided by con. 
sideration of cost, but for flexible bases on 
important road schemes, the choice of 
material is now limited to a cement-bound 
or bitumen-bound material. As a result of 
experience on new road constructions in 
recent years, most engineers favour the use 
of a cement-bound base for flexible con- 
struction, partly because of its superior 
performance under traffic, including 
construction _ traffic, compared with 
unbound bases, but mainly because the 
material itself required less rigorous con- 
trol and supervision; it can be laid at 
speed and in most weather conditions and 
does not demand special skill in its use. 
Even with materials, such as very well 
graded crushed rock, which can provide 
excellent road bases if carefully laid, the 
addition of cement provides a safety factor 
which more than compensates for the re- 
duction in standards of workmanship 
which inevitably results from the fast 
speeds of construction now demanded and 
from the need to continue work under 
adverse weather conditions. 

Although it is realised that further new 
developments or situations could arise to 
change current trends, it seems likely that 
the majority of new main roads to be built 
in the next few years will consist either of 
reinforced concrete or of a cement-bound 
granular base surfaced with asphalt. On 
minor roads, such as on housing estates, 
the use of lean concrete may be expected 
to extend and also, because of the improve- 
ments which have taken place in the 
quality and appearance of concrete roads 
laid by semi-manual methods, reinforced 
concrete roads will gain in popularity. 

New developments in concrete and 
cement-bound materials have been re- 
ported in detail in other papers (") (2) (3), 
but it is appropriate now to discuss the 
effects which they are likely to have on 
the supplier of sand and gravel. 


Concrete 


Experience in the construction of 11 
sections of concrete road laid by fully 
mechanised plant during the past five years 
has shown that it is not at all difficult to 
lay really good quality concrete roads, and 
very few unforeseen problems have arisen 
during their construction. In common 


with other forms of construction, difficul- 
ties have arisen on some sites due to the 
use of bases, such as hoggin, which become 
unstable and unable to carry construction 
traffic in wet weather; to overcome this, it 
has sometimes been necessary to stabilise 
the base or to use a lean concrete base, and 
by this means it has been found that con- 
creting can continue throughout most of 
the year. 

The speed at which reinforced concrete 
can be laid compares very favourably in- 
deed with that obtained using other types 
of construction. In one day last year, 
1,320ft. of 26ft. wide concrete road was 
laid by one train of plant and, generally, 
average speeds between } mile and 1 mile 
of road per week were maintained. These 
high speeds of construction are not always 
necessary and equipment can be scaled 
down satisfactorily to suit any type of job. 
In recent .years, there has been an en- 
couraging improvement in the quality of 
concrete roads laid by semi-manual 
methods but, generally, the standard of 
these roads falls short of that which can 
now be obtained using modern methods. 

In some parts of the country, reinforced 
concrete roads are cheaper to build than 
other types of road but over much of the 
country they are at present rather more 
expensive in first cost. However, the cur- 
rent trend is to use more expensive and 
more rigid base and surfacing materials in 
“ flexible”’ roads and therefore the cost 
difference between “ rigid ” and “ flexible ” 
roads is becoming smaller. 

Methods of designing and building con- 
crete roads have developed so satisfac- 
torily it may seem that few further im- 
provements are necessary. Nevertheless, 
one can anticipate advances in the design 
of machines used for laying concrete roads 
and also the development of new tech- 
niques to secure both improved perfor- 
mance and greater economy. In particu- 
lar, an interesting development may be the 
adoption of the “slip form” paver which 
is now being used to an increasing extent 
in the U.S.A.; this paver which trails forms 
behind it to retain the newly laid concrete, 
eliminates the need for setting forms 
ahead of the work. Another development 
now taking place is the greater use of 
small machines on housing estate roads in 
Great Britain which, together with the 
introduction of the scraping straightedge 
and the brushed finish, is resulting in a 
most encouraging improvement in the sur- 
face quality and appearance of concrete 
roads on housing estates. The success of 
the St. Albans By-pass is well known, but 
two other concrete roads laid by machine 
in Essex last year, the Harlow and Ingate- 
stone by-passes, are worthy of special men- 
tion; they are excellent examples of the 
modern concrete road. 

Among developments now taking place, 
or which can be anticipated, and which 
directly concern sand and gravel suppliers 
are: 

(i) growth in the use of ready mixed 
concrete; 

(ii) research on skidding resistance 

(iii) developments in mix design pro- 

cedure; 

(iv) methods of forming joints; 

(v) the increased use of neat salt for 

snow and ice clearing. 


(i) Ready-mixed Concrete 


The rapid growth in the use of ready- 
mixed concrete in road construction can be 


expected to continue, but only if the high 
standard of quality demanded by engineers 
is maintained. Ready-mixed concrete is 
of particular advantage on confined sites 
and for small jobs on which it would be 
difficult or uneconomical to install mixing 
plant, but elsewhere it is used to supple- 
ment site-mixed concrete. There is also 
an increasing demand for lean concrete 
supplied ready mixed and no special diffi- 
culty has been found in meeting the re- 
quirements for quality. 


(ii) Skidding Resistance 


The influence of aggregate type on the 
skidding resistance of concrete roads is not 
yet fully known and evidence is sometimes 
conflicting. The tendency for stones to 
polish under traffic, which has been found 
to have a considerable influence on the 
skidding resistance of bituminous surfaces, 
does not necessarily affect concrete sur- 
faces in the same way. It is possible that 
the type of sand and other properties of 
the concrete may have a greater effect on 
skidding than does the type of large aggre- 
gate. 


(iit) Mix Design Procedure 

Although unlikely to occur in the near 
future, it can be anticipated that concrete 
mixes designed for roads will be based on 
flexural strength considerations, rather 
than compressive strength. This is a logi- 
cal development because it is the flexural 
or tensile strength and not compressive 
strength which determines whether or not 
a slab will crack, although compressive 
strength is easier to measure. 
(iv) Joints 

Some engineers consider that the spacing 
between expansion joints should be in- 
creased or that these joints should be 
omitted altogether; but contraction joint 
spacings are unlikely to change. Although 
the properties of the aggregate have some 
influence on thermal expansion and shrink- 
age of the concrete road, it is not antici- 
pated that expansion joint spacing recom- 
mendations will be related to the type of 
aggregate used. 


The problem of forming joints by sawing 
the hardened concrete has been very largely 
overcome by development of blades and 
techniques for sawing, but it is still rather 
a costly and slow process for concrete 
made with flint gravel aggregate which is 
the most difficult of all aggregate to saw. 
If the concrete is sawn too early, the gravel 
tends to be disrupted from the concrete 
and if sawn at too fast a rate, or with in- 
sufficient cooling water, the gravel may 
overheat and shatter. However, a method 
of forming narrow slots in the concrete 
while it is still plastic and which are sawn 
out later to provide a shallow sealing 
groove, appears promising and should 
eliminate these difficulties altogether. 


(v) Clearing Snow and Ice 


Road engineers are using neat salt in 
very much larger quantities than ever 
before for removing snow and ice and con- 
sequently, the amount of grit used for this 
purpose has decreased. Salt is very effec- 
tive in melting the ice on road surfaces 
and its use also eliminates the considerable 
work involved in sweeping and removing 
the grit after the thaw. However, it has 
been found that salt can have a detrimental 
effect on road surfaces, causing stripping 
and scaling; the reason for this has not 
been fully established but it is probably 
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a physical effect; the application of salt to 
a frozen surface has been found to cause 
a considerable and sudden drop in tempera- 
ture of the surface. Experience in the 
U.S.A. and in Europe has shown that air- 
entrained concrete is virtually immune 
from damage by this cause, and therefore 
it may be expected that air-entraining 
agents will become much more widely used 
in this country, not only on roads but also 
in some structures, and, of course, in pre- 
cast products. 


Cement-bound Granular Material 


The term “cement-bound granular mate- 
rial’ is used to describe all coarse granular 
materials, such as gravels and crushed 
rocks, which are stabilised with cement; 
this includes lean concrete and soil-cement, 
if the soil from which it is made is coarse 
and granular. Lean concrete is therefore 
a particular type of cement-bound 
granular material being made from con- 
creting aggregates complying generally 
with the requirements for all-in ballast 
given in B.S.882. Grading limits for mate- 
rial to be used in cement-bound granular 
material are shown in Table 1; the lower 
limit corresponds approximately with the 
lower limit in B.S.882, but the upper 
limit allows up to 70 per cent. material 
passing the jin B.S. sieve and 10 per cent. 
passing the No. 200 B.S. sieve. 

It may at first sight appear that aggre- 
gates complying with B.S.882 will no 
longer be required for cement-bound bases 
and that as-raised material within the 
grading limits in Table 1 will be used. 
However, this may not be the case. On 
the larger road constructions it is likely 
that cement-bound material will be made 
using as-raised gravel, but on smaller works 
or where only a minimum amount of con- 
trol testing and supervision is possible, 
lean concrete, using all-in aggregate, will 
continue to be used. The advantage of 
lean concrete for the smaller job is that it 
can be mixed in standard concrete mixers 
and, because the grading of the aggregate is 
eontrolled by the supplier, it requires a 
minimum amount of control testing. On 
the other hand, cement-bound granular 
material, when it is made from materials 
containing much higher proportions of 
sand and silt than can be tolerated in con- 
crete, requires more strict control during 
construction and also the use of special 
types of mixer, such as a paddle mixer com- 
monly used for bituminous mixtures, or a 
pan type concrete mixer. On large jobs 
it will usually be worthwhile installing a 
special mixer and exerting greater control 
to secure the economy of using cheaper 
materials and of obtaining them in large 
quantities. 

The introduction of cement-bound 
granular material into specifications for 
road works is a logical and interesting 
development. To examine how it has taken 
place it is mecessary to consider the 
development of soil-cement and of lean 
concrete in Great Britain. 

The use of soil-cement in Great Britain 
has developed satisfactorily, especially on 
larger jobs, but it has not been so widely 
used as some engineers had expected or as 
the excellent performance of the material 
appears to justify. Of course, not all soils 
are suitable for stabilisation and, on cohe- 
sive soils, problems have arisen due to the 
difficulty of working the plant and run- 
ning construction traffic over the site in 
wet weather. In some cases where the 
soil has been unsuitable or difficult to 
stabilise, a granular soil, usually either sand 
or gravel, was imported or dug from a 
borrow pit on the site and mixed either 
in situ or, more usually, in central plant 
mixers. However, the lack of suitable 
mixers, especially those giving large out- 
puts, capable of dealing with sands or 
gravels containing a high proportion of fine 
materials prevented the more extensive use 
of this method of construction. 

Lean concrete, on the other hand, has 
become very widely used and although the 
cost of aggregates is considerably higher 
than that of imported soil, the advantages 
of lean concrete are that, being made from 
a controlled material, no preliminary and 
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very little control testing is required and 
also that it can be mixed in concrete mixers 
which, of course, are readily available in 
sizes to suit all types of work. 

As the popularity of lean concrete in- 
creased and as engineers gained experience 
in its use, it was not unnatural that con- 
sideration should have been given to 
developing new mixers capable of dealing 
with gravel containing a higher proportion 
of fines than is acceptable for use in “free- 
fall” concrete mixers. Thus the demand 
grew for new mixers to suit the require- 
ments of both soil-cement and lean con- 
crete and new paddle type mixers have 
become available to meet this demand. 
However, there is still room for further 
development in this field, especially to 
widen the range of sizes of mixer and to 
simplify installation on site. It is interest- 
ing to note that for the “lean concrete” 
base on the London-Birmingham Motor- 
way, gravels over a wide range of gradings, 
including those typical of material which 
had been used on earlier soil-cement work, 
were successfully mixed in a new type of 
continuous paddle mixer. Thus with these 
developments, lean concrete and granular 
soil-cement have merged together. It is 
possible to use as-raised gravels for “lean 
concrete” but, by definition, this material 
should really be called “‘soil-cement”; to 
avoid confusion, the term ‘“‘cement-bound 
granular material” has been introduced. 


Grading Limits for Cement-bound 
Granular Material 


Although most as-raised gravels or 
crusher-run rocks are suitable’ for 
stabilisation with cement, it has been 


considered advisable to place grading 
limits on the materials which can 
be used. Experience has shown 


that materials with gradings below the 
lower limit given in Table 1, which ap- 
proximates to the lower limit in B.S.882 for 
all-in aggregate, tend to segregate and 
produce unsealed and poorly compacted 
stony patches in the base. The upper 
limit has been chosen so as to exclude 
materials containing a high proportion of 
clay and fine aggregate which would re- 
quire the addition of extra cement to pro- 
vide sufficient stability and also more care- 
ful site control. In deciding these grading 
limits, consideration has been given to the 
need for minimising both preliminary and 
control testing of cement-bound granular 
material. Although the compaction and 
strength characteristics of the material 
depend upon its grading, for material 
within the specified limits, strength and 
density variations should not be very great. 

The supplier of sand and gravel will, no 
doubt, be concerned about whether these 
limits are likely to be adhered to strictly 
or whether they will be relaxed as engi- 
neers gain experience in their use and as 
new mixing plant is developed. Certainly, 
the lower limit is unlikely to change be- 
cause experience has already shown that 
material below this limit is unsuitable. 
However, the upper limit can be expected 
to be relaxed in cases where efficient mixers 
are introduced and where the engineer is 
prepared to increase site control and super- 
vision. There is no reason that 2in. maxi- 
mum size material should not be used in 
some cases and also a higher sand content 
is acceptable if it allows the use of a more 
economical as-raised material. However, 
few engineers would choose a material con- 
taining more than 10 per cent. passing the 
No. 200 B.S. sieve, and therefore in some

areas suppliers may have to consider 
washing gravels. 

It should be emphasised that the use 
of as-raised material, rather than carefully 
prepared aggregate, is envisaged for cement- 
bound material. Nevertheless, it will be 
necessary to screen out material retained 
on the liin. B.S. sieve and to remove 
excesses of material passing the No. 200 
B.S. sieve. Further, it is desirable to avoid 
using “gap” graded material because in 
practice, material with some natural mech- 
anical stability is easier to lay; grading 
curves should be continuous and within 
the limits given in Table 1. 

Mix Design 

The design of a cement-bound granular 
mixture is relatively simple and based on 
the following considerations: 

(i) Compaction: There is an optimum 
moisture content at which to compact 
cement-bound granular material by rolling, 
in the same way as there is an optimum 
value for a soil-cement or lean concrete 
mixture. This value depends upon the 
grading of the material, but for gravels 
with gradings approaching the lower limit 
in Table 1 it is 6 per cent. by weight of 
dry material while for gradings correspond- 
ing with the upper limit it is about 8 per 
cent., although higher values will be re- 
quired for more absorptive aggregates. The 
actual value can be either estimated or, 
preferably, determined by a simple com- 
paction test. 

(ii) Strength: The strength of cement- 
bound material is of no very great import- 
ance provided that it is above the minimum 
required for stability. As an example, 
there is no evidence of difference in per- 
formance between lean concrete bases with 
aggregate/cement ratios of 15:1 and 20:1. 
However, for economy, mixes should be 
designed to approach the minimum 
strength requirement. 

In the Ministry of Transport specifica- 
tion, the minimum strength for cement- 
bound granular material has been set at 
500lb/in.2 at seven days measured on cubes 
compacted to the same density as that 
obtained in the base, or, alternatively, on 
fully compacted cubes but with correction 
to allow for the lower density of material 
in the base. An upper limit of 1,200Ib./in.? 
at seven days is specified in order to en- 
sure as uniform a material as possible. To 
meet these limits, an average strength of 
about 800Ib./in.2 should be maintained. It 
will be noted that the specification allows 
one in 10 results to fall above and one in 
10 below these limits. 

The cement content required to obtain 
these strengths depends upon the grading 
of the granular material, materials ap- 
proaching the lower grading limit requiring 
the least cement; but, generally, cement 
contents will lie between 5 per cent. and 
7 per cent., that is, between aggregate/ 
cement ratios of about 20:1 and 15:1 com- 
monly used for lean concrete. It is not 
considered desirable, under any circum- 
stances, to reduce the cement content 
much below 5 per cent. because any lack of 
uniformity in mixing may result in some 
parts of the base containing too little 
cement for stability and durability. 

(iit) Methods of Test: It is proposed to 
adopt concrete testing methods, rather 
than soil-cement tests, for use with cement- 
bound granular materials, although the mix 
design procedure is similar to that applied 
to soil-cement. In developing methods of 
test for cement-bound granular material, 
including lean concrete, the most satis- 
factory strength test specimens have been 
found to be cubes compacted in 2in. layers 
by prolonged application of a vibrating 
hammer applied directly and under pres- 
sure on to the material. For the two lower 
layers, the hammer should be provided with 
a steel foot, about 3in. by 4in. in plan but 
the size of foot should be increased to 
64in. by 3in. for the top layer so that it can 
be moved across the top of the mould to 
give a satisfactory sealed surface. Cubes 
are then cured and tested in compression 
as described in B.S.1881. 

Methods of determining moisture con-

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The Payment of Wages Act, 1960 — Tax Evasion and the “Sale” of 
Buildings — Damage by Tree Roots 


INCE the passing of the Truck Acts in 
K the last century it has been illegal 
to pay workmen covered by the Acts in 
any other way than in current coin of the 
realm. The reason for this provision, 
which may seem an anachronism in modern 
conditions, was to prevent the somewhat 
oppressive system of employers paying in 
kind, e.g., in foodstuffs to be obtained 
from a shop which the employer owned, 
so that employees never had such freedom 
as even the level of wages at that time 
allowed them, For some time there has 
been criticism of the Truck Acts provisions 
and a request, strengthened by some of the 
robberies from men carrying large sums 
for wages from the bank, that the law be 
relaxed so that employees can be paid in 
other ways than cash. The Payment of 
Wages Act, 1960, which became law on 
June 2, last, therefore removes the abso- 
lute ban on payment of wages to workmen 
otherwise than in cash by providing that 
they may be paid into a bank account or 
by money or postal order or by cheque. 

It is provided that the Act is to operate 
in three stages. As from July 2, 1960 
wages may be paid by postal or money 
order to an employee who is absent on 
duty or away sick from the normal place 
where his wages are paid. This right to 
the employer operates unless the employee 
has specifically written to his employer 
telling him not to pay his wages in this 
way; the initiative is therefore with the 
employer. In the operation of the next two 
stages the initiative is given to the em- 
ployee. From December 2, 1960, an em- 
ployee’s wages may be wholly or partly paid 
into a bank account or by a money or postal 
order but only if the employee so requests. 
From a day to be named by the Minister 
of Labour an employer can pay wages 
wholly or partly by cheque but again only 
if the employee so requests. 

As already pointed out it will be seen 
that the operation of the new right given 
to employers depends largely on the con- 
sent of the employees concerned. Em- 
ployers will have, therefore, to note the 
conditions laid down relating to these 
requests. The employee’s request must be 
voluntary and must be given in writing 
by each employee; the employer on receipt 
of it can either then implement the request 
or ignore it—if it is ignored for more than 
14 days the request lapses; if the em- 
ployee’s request is to pay wages into a 
bank account the employee must state the 
branch of the bank and the name of the 
person or persons who can operate that 
account; and finally the payment of wages 
under these new arrangements may be 
ended by four weeks’ notice given by 
either party, or by a shorter period if both 
parties so agree. 

Once the employer is free to pay wages 
in one of the ways permitted, there are 
still certain formalities to be carried out. 
When making a payment permitted by the 
Act, e.g., by sending a cheque, the em- 
ployee concerned must also be given a 
written statement which shows the gross 
amount of wages concerned, specifies 
clearly any deductions, e.g., P.A.Y.E. tax, 
states the total amount of any “fixed 
deductions,” e.g., National Insurance con- 
tributions or pension fund contributions 
which do not vary with each pay period 
provided notice of any change iin the 
amount of such “fixed deductions” is given 
to the employee, and finally shows the net 
amount (or the balance net amount if the 
employee’s request merely covers payment 
by cheque or money or postal order for 
part only of his wages). These formalities 
will cause few difficulties as they are 
no doubt standard practice in most con- 
tractors’ organisations. 

Finally, it is only if the employee has 


specifically so stated in his request in 
writing that a cheque can be sent to that 
employee by post; the only exception to this 
rule is the payment (legal as from July 2, 
1960) to those absent from the normal 
place of payment as referred to earlier. 
Despite the formalities with which this 
new Act is surrounded most employers of 
workmen to whom the Truck Acts apply 
will welcome its provisions. Provided it 
is made quite clear that, except for 
payment of wages to absent em- 
ployees, the employee’s reauest must 
be voluntary, there would seem _ to 
be nothing to prevent employers 
providing their employees with some kind 
of standard letter of request for this pur- 
pose to ensure that the requests are in the 
proper form. It is to be hoped that if 
payment by cheque, etc., becomes common 
among workmen that shops and other 
organisations will co-operate as they do 
in the United States by cashing such 


cheques, etc., for payment of a very small 
discount. 


Tax Evasion and the “Sale” of Buildings 


HE 1960 Finance Bill which is now 

before Parliament is chiefly concerned 

with the ingenious activities of those who 

seek to avoid tax by methods legally valid 

though morally dubious. One of the main 

activities dealt with concerns the sale of 
new buildings. 

The idea is that the A company is 
formed for the purpose of constructing a 
new building for the B company. Normally 
speaking when the building was complete 
the A company would sell the building to 
the B company and the purchase moneys 
would fall to be treated for tax purposes 
as trading receipts of the A company. 
Now the shareholders of the A 
company would much prefer to get 
the purchase money in such a way 
that it did not rank as income of 
the A company for tax purposes. 
How then can this revenue receipt, 
on which tax is paid, be converted 
into a capital receipt on which of course 
no tax is paid? The answer is a perfectly 
simple one; instead of the A company 
selling the completed building, the A com- 
pany’s shareholders sell their share- 
holdings to the B company or whoever the 
person is who wants to have complete use 
of the building. These A company shares 
are of course inflated in value because of 
the value of the completed building 
it owns. The purchaser of the shares 
probably does not pay much more 
or less than if he had bought the 
building in the normal way of business; 
the sellers of the shares however get a very 
substantial tax advantage and as the law 
stands nothing can be done about it and 
no doubt these conversions of trading 
transactions into share-sale transactions are 
very widespread to justify the complex 
provisions the new Finance Bill introduces 
to deal with them. 

Briefly, the provisions apply to a com- 
pany which trades in securities or land or 
buildings or in developing land or in any 
other trade where one object constitutes 
a major part of that company’s assets. If 
there is a sale of such a company’s shares 
to someone who will, after the sale, con- 
trol the company whose shares have been 
sold and the money paid for those shares 
will not, in the recipient’s hands, be income 
for tax purposes, then the following action 
can be taken by the Revenue. The money 
paid for those shares will be regarded as 
if it were the purchase price of the trading 
stock of which the purchaser of the 
shares now has control because he con- 
trols the company which owns the building. 


The sale of shares is thus equated, in these 
special circumstances, to a sale of trading 
stock, The remainder of the provisions are 
devoted to determining, as fairly as pos- 
sible, what part of the money paid for 
the shares is to be regarded as if it were 
money paid for the purchase of the build- 
ing as a piece of trading stock. These rules 
are highly complex but any taxpayer caught 
by this section should be able to negotiate 
with the Revenue on the terms of the 
section so that he is no worse off than if 
the sale had proceeded in a normal manner. 


The provisions briefly described refer 
only to sales of shares of certain trading 
companies. An obvious way round the 
provisions would be to have the building 
built by a company which was expressly 
forbidden by its memorandum and articles 
to trade; but this obvious device has been 
seen and similar provisions have been put 
in the Bill so as to provide for such non- 
trading investment companies. To protect 
bona fide investment companies it is laid 
down that the provisions equating a sale 
of shares to a sale of trading stock will 
not apply unless the building is disposed 
of within six years of its erection by one 
of these non-trading companies. 


Damage by Tree Roots 


N Lemos v Kennedy Leigh Develop- 
ments, Ltd., reported in The Estates 
Gazette for June 4, 1960, L, a householder, 
claimed an injunction against K’s restrain- 
ing them from causing or allowing tree 
roots on their land to encroach on L’s 
adjoining land; damages were also claimed. 


L had had a house built in 1958 whose 
southern wall was 8ft. 3in. from the 
boundary of K’s adjoining land; in that 
space were drains. In November, 1957 
K’s planted a row of 20 Lombardy poplars 
6ft. apart and about 7ft. from their side 
of the boundary, i.e., about 15ft. from 
L’s house and 9ft. from his drains. Roots 
were discovered up to 6ft. within L’s 
boundary. K’s were root pruning the 
trees and as an extra precaution had dug 
two observation trenches near the 
boundary. 


If a person feels that something his 
neighbour is doing. is likely to be a 
nuisance it is always open to him to go 
to the court and ask for an injunction quia 
timet that is an injunction against what he 
fears may come about. To succeed how- 
ever he has to satisfy the court that his 
fear is real, that the threatened nuisance 
is likely to become actual if the court will 
not lend him its aid by means of an 
injunction. This was the type of injunc- 
tion L was asking the court for in this 
case. He argued that the poplar roots were 
a serious danger to his property because 
they were planted near to his boundary 
and because the land was heavy clay and 
his drains were in the danger area. 


Giving judgment Lloyd-Jaceb J]. found 
that as the nearest penetration was 6ft. 
within L’s boundary no likelihood of im- 
mediate danger arose. However, he felt 
that the likelihood of future damage if 
no preventative steps were taken was un- 
doubted; L’s fears were not unfounded as 
trees of this type were likely to make great 
root growth and endanger the stability of 
this type of clay and the physical relation 
of the two pieces of land was such that 
roots could be expected to continue to 
grow in the direction of L’s property. Now 
if K’s had merely been adopting an ob- 
structive attitude to L’s complaints there 
seems little doubt that he would have got 
his injunction against a real peril to his 
property; but K’s attitude was, and in the

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HOUSING SITE PROBLEMS 


Government’s Increasing Concern 


Pus shortage of housing sites and 
rising land values are understood 
to have been the subjects of discussion 
when the Minister of Housing, Mr. 
Henry Brooke, visited the Prime 
Minister at 10 Downing Street last 
week. No official announcement was 
issued, but it is apparent that the 
Government is becoming increasingly 
concerned over these problems. 

On the day the Minister saw Mr. 
Macmillan, the Parliamentary Secretary to 
the Ministry of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment, Sir Keith Joseph, stated in the Com- 
mons that Mr. Brooke was aware that the 
price of land had risen sharply in areas 
where competition for it was most acute. 
What he was anxious to do was to increase 
the supply—by providing more land for 
development, where that did not conflict 
with important planning objectives, and 
by encouraging fuller use of land within 
towns. 

Sir Keith, who was replying to Mr. 
Awbery, added that these were matters 
which planning authorities and the Depart- 
ment were reviewing. He did not think 
that a committee of enquiry would help. 


Newport By-pass 

Replying to Mr. G. Thomas, the Minister 
of Transport, Mr. Ernest Marples, in a 
written answer said that preparatory work 
on the Newport (Mon.) By-pass was pro- 
ceeding as quickly as possible, but he 
could not say when constructional work 
would begin. He understood that the 
Newport Corporation intended to promote 
a Bill next Session to provide for a second 
bridge over the Usk which would be a 
classified road project. In the light of 
other pressing urban road schemes, he 
could not yet say when a place could be 
found for it in the programme for grant. 


M.1 (Yorkshire Extension) 

Mr. Marples, questioned by Mr. Russell, 
stated that it was too early to forecast 
the dates for the beginning and completion 
of the extension of M.1 to Yorkshire. 
Construction of the motorway could not 
begin until the statutory processes had 
been completed and the necessary funds 
were available. 


Brick Supplies 


Questioned by Mr. Dodds, the Minister 
of Works, Lord John Hope, said that in 
the first five months of 1960 brick pro- 
duction amounted to 3,021,000,000. Com- 
parable figures for 1955 and 1957 were 


2,866,000,000 and 2,934,000,000,

Scottish Trunk Roads 


Joint Under-secretary of State for Scot- 
land, Mr. N. Macpherson, told Mr. T. 
Fraser that this year trunk road schemes 
amounting to £44m. would be authorised 
in Scotland; the comparable figure for last 
year was £2,347,000. This year is was esti- 
mated that payments in respect of work 
done—mostly on schemes already autho- 
rised—would be £3,401,000; actual expen- 
diture last year was £3,295,360. 


Dundee Hospital 


When Mr. G. M. Thomson asked when 
building operations would commence on 
the new Dundee Hospital, Mr. T. G. D. 
Galbraith, Joint Under-secretary of State, 
replied that the present forecast was that 
building would begin in February, 1963. 


Public Expenditure 


Replying to Mr. Grimond, the Secretary 
of State, Mr. John Maclay, said that there 
were no proposals for cuts in roads and 
piers as a result of the Government’s recent 
announcement. As regards public expen- 
diture generally, discussions were pro- 
ceeding on the way in which to imple- 
ment the decision, announced by the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer on June 23, 
to hold the public sector investment pro- 
gramme for 1961-62 at the level of the 
current programme for the present financial 
year. 


Car Parks 


In a written answer, the Parliamentary 
Secretary to the Ministry of Housing and 
Local Government, Sir Keith Joseph, in- 
formed Mr. Oram that the Minister thought 
local planning authorities should ensure 
the provision of parking space for com- 
mercial buildings either within the curti- 
lage or elsewhere; he had not issued 
guidance on standards of provision, but 
he was considering whether to do so. 


Education (Building Programme) 


Mr. Boyden asked the Minister of Edu- 
cation what deferment of the acceleration 
of the further education building pro- 
gramme for 1961-62 he proposed as a 
result of the Government's latest restric- 
tions of the national investment pro- 
gramme. 

In a written answer, Sir David Eccles 
replied that it was not expected that the 
programme of major projects for 1961-62. 
which had already been announced, would 
be affected.

tent are as described for concreting aggre- 
gates in B.S.1881. A soil test is used, 
however, for determining the density of 
material in the base by the sand replace- 
ment method given in B.S.1377. 

Although the inclusion of cement-bound 
granular material into specifications is 
welcomed by road engineers and contrac- 
tors, because it enables the most economic 
use to be made of naturally occurring 
granular materials, it is realised that the 
introduction of a new set of grading limits 
presents some problems for the sand and 
gravel supplier. However, it is hoped that 
this summary of requirements will assist 
members of the Association in assessing the 
the extent to which they may have to 
¢thange existing production methods to 
meet these new demands. The probable 
Situation with regard to cement-bound 
bases is that on the large job as-raised and 


unprocessed gravel will more often be re- 
quired but, on the smaller job, the greater 
demand will be for all-in aggregate comply- 
ing with B.S.882. 
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£454,216 ROAD CONTRACTS 
AWARDED 


CONTRACT has been let to The 

Cleveland Bridge and Engineering 
Co., Ltd., for the first stage of the 
scheme to by-pass Port Talbot on the 
London-Fishguard Trunk Road, in 
Glamorgan. 

The contract, costing £329,216, covers 
the widening of the existing road between 
Baglan and Briton Ferry, a distance of 
just over one mile. This road will be 
converted into a dual 24ft. carriageway 
with 9ft. cycle tracks and 6ft. footways. 

The scheme involves importation of 
115,000 cu. yd. of filling material to build- 
up levels; extensive alteration to public 
utility services; diversion of the Baglan 
Brook and erection of a mass concrete 
retaining wall on piled foundations along- 
side the railway at Baglan. 

At the roundabout at Briton Ferry the 
road will connect with the recently com- 
pleted Neath By-pass. A new roundabout 
will be constructed at Baglan and later the 
length of new road by-passing the town of 
Port Talbot will begin at this point. 

The scheme was designed for the 
Minister of Transport by Sir Owen 
Williams and Partners, consulting engi- 
neers, and the work is expected to take 
about 14 months. 


A.38 Improvement 


A trunk road is to be widened to pro- 
vide a modern link between the northern 
end of the Bristol-Birmingham Motorway 
at Lydiate Ash and the outskirts of Bir- 
mingham. 

The first stage, from Spring Pools to 
Chadwich Reservoir on A.38, will be under- 
taken by A. Monk and Co., Ltd., as an 
extension of work they are carrying out 
on the Bristol-Birmingham Motorway. It 
is expected to be finished by June, 1961, at 
an estimated cost of about £125,000. 

The scheme has been prepared for the 
Minister by the Worcestershire County 
Council (county surveyor, Mr. W. R. 
Thomson, M.I.C.E., M.I.Mun.E., M.I.H.E.). 


TENDERING WITHOUT 
QUANTITIES 


The National Federation of Building 
Trades Employers have turned down a 
request by the Ministry of Works that they 
should revise their rule which lays down 
that members should not tender in com- 
petition for contracts exceeding £4,000 
without bills of quantities being supplied. 
The Ministry wanted the figure raised to 
£10,000. 


HINKLEY POINT FILM 


Two years’ work in designing and build- 
ing the world’s first 500,000-kKW nuclear 
power station at Hinkley Point, Somerset, 
are covered in a 29-minute colour film 
which was shown for the first time in 
London last week by the English Electric, 
Babcock and Wilcox, Taylor Woodrow 
Atomic Power Group. 

The film is available on free loan to 
engineering, industrial and other associa- 
tions, universities, technical colleges, etc. 





(Concluded from previous page) 
learned judge’s view after hearing one of 
their directors in the witness box, would 
continue to be one of willingness to co- 
operate in taking steps to eradicate any 
danger to L’s property by taking steps to 
inspect the root growth and inhibit it 
where necessary.

If, therefore, estate 
developers adopt the rules of good 
neighbourliness and take steps to meet the 
reasonable fears of adjoining property 
owners the courts are unlikely to interfere. 
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ENGINEERS VISIT WORKS ON DONCASTER 
MOTORWAY CONTRACT 


( VER 150 members of the Yorkshire 

and Lincolnshire Branch of the 
Institution of Highway Engineers and 
the Yorkshire District of the Institution 
of Municipal Engineers recently visited 
constructional works on the Doncaster 
Motorway. 

The party were met by Col. S. Maynard 
Lovell, West Riding county engineer and 
surveyor and engineer in charge of the 
£6m. project, who explained that the works 
had been in progress for 11 of the 24 
months of the contract period. The overall 
picture, he said, gave grounds for opti- 
mism in assessing the likelihood of the 
scheme being completed on time. 


The Motorway 


The 124-mile long motorway, which is 
being constructed by the Cubitts-Fitzpat- 
rick-Shand consortium, is the largest single 
project yet to be undertaken in the Govern- 
ment’s plan for turning the Great North 
Road into a national highway suited to 
the needs of modern traffic. 

The roadway will have dual 24ft. wide 
carriageways, a 15ft. wide central reser- 
vation, and 9ft. wide hard shoulders. 
Curves are designed for a speed of 70 
m.p.h., and a visibility distance of not less 
than 800ft. has been the objective. 

A standard side slope for cuttings and 
embankments of 1 in 2 has been adopted, 
but certain cuttings in boulder clay have 
a slope of | in 3 and in the particular case 
of the magnesium limestone cutting at 
Warmsworth the side slope is 1} in 1. 
Generally the gradient maximum has been 
fixed at 1 in 26. 


Drainage 


Drainage is by means of french drains 
in cuttings, or alternatively gutter drains 
in rock cutting, both being connected to 
main drains as necessary. Where the 
motorway is on an embankment the drain- 
age work consists of an open ditch at the 
bottom of the embankment, surface water 
from the hard shoulders flowing over the 
side slope. Where a superelevated car- 
riageway slopes inwards a french drain is 
placed in the central reservation. 

Due to the probability of mining subsi- 
dence, heavy-duty reinforced concrete 





pipes with flexible points have been speci- 
fied for main drains, and for pipe culverts. 

Again due to the probability of mining 
subsidence flexible construction was 
decided upon, consisting of a sub-base of 
graded material, a base 8in. thick of 
cement-bound granular material, and 


asphalt wearing surface to a depth of 4in.

The greater part of the rock excavated con- 
sists of magnesium limestone which is par- 
ticularly susceptible to frost damage, so 
a minimum construction thickness of 18in. 
has been adopted. An appreciably greater 
thickness was required in certain soils; for 
instance, on boulder clay and marl the con- 
struction thickness required was 28in. 


Of the total length of the motorway in

There are 28 bridges in the contract, 
consisting of the following types: four-span 
bridges carrying existing roads over the 
motorway, single-span bridges carrying the 
motorway over existing roads, railway 
bridges, footbridges, two-span bridges 
carrying existing roads over the motorway 
in the congested Warmsworth area, a 
number of culverts and subways and the 
Don Viaduct. 

The four-span bridges consist of three 
piers and a pair of bankseats if on rock, or 
skeleton abutments if on softer ground. 
The centre piers are rigid and the side piers 
are dowel hinged at the bottom, all 
being relatively lightly reinforced. Gene- 
rally they are shuttered for their height and 
concreted in a single pour above the foun- 
dations, which are simple spread footings. 


The bridge decks are formed with pre- 
tensioned I beams transported by road and 
lifted direct from the vehicle to their posi- 
tions in the deck. They have bottom 
flanges wider than the top and an in-situ 
reinforced deck slab is cast after the erec- 
tion of the beams. The deck is thus hollow, 
and in-situ diaphragms through which pass 
the transverse post-stressing cables form 
the internal stiffening. 

In order to produce a plain elevation to 
the bridge decks the outside beams are 
either post-tensioned rectangular beams, or 
plain sided duct units, the latter being re- 
quired in many cases for accommodating 
mains and services. 


Reinforced concrete has been used for 
the abutments of single-span bridges and 
the same type of abutments have been 
adopted in all cases. This is the counter- 
fort type with triangular shaped wing 
walls cantilevered off the abutment walls. 
This avoids the effects of differential settle- 
ment which usually occurs between the 
abutments and the usual type of wing walls 
due to differential loading and the effect 
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of subsidence. So far as is known it is 
the first time the arrangement has been 
adopted in this particular way. 

While the heights of the abutments are, 
in general, on the border line bteween 
counterfort and cantilever types, counter- 
forts have been adopted for their added 
stiffening value. This is because of the 
complicated stresses induced by the canti- 
lever wing walls and possible 
subsidence, added to the fact 
that the abutments are de- 
signed with a longitudinal joint 
near the road centre line for 
settlement. In some instances 
these abutments have been 
shuttered and concreted in 
one unit, in a similar fashion 
to the piers of the four-span 
bridges, but the counterforts 
and skews necessitate a com- 
plicated structure, and in a 
number of cases the more 
usual type of short-lift shutter 
has been used. 

A number of these struc- 
tures have a rock-faced surface 
texture produced by lining the 
formwork with panels of 
plastic sheets which have been 
drawn down to a_ Suitable 
former by vacuum process and 
backed with a lightweight filler 
to maintain their shape. This 
treatment not only gives a 
rough blockwork effect which 
is an interesting variant to 
plain concrete surfaces, but 
also masks construction joints, 
bolt holes, and shutter lining 
points, which can mar the ap- 
pearance of this type of finish. 

The decks of the under- 
bridges jiall' into two types. 
For two bridges having spans 
about 30ft., pre-tensioned in- 
verted tee-beams have been 


used with in-situ. concrete 
infill and mild steel trans- 
verse reinforcement. Where 


the bridges have spans which 


vary from about 55ft. to 80ft., post- 
tensioned tee-beams with cast-on dia- 
phragms have been adopted. The top 


flange forms the deck slab, the whole deck 
being transversely post-tensioned through 
both the diaphragm and the deck slab. 
Rectangular facing beams have been pro- 
vided, and all stressing both longitudina! 
and transverse is on the Gifford-Udall-CCL 
system. 

The two footbridges are three-span 
type formed of slim cantilever units with 
suspended spans. These are cast in situ on 
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leaf piers and bankseats, and represent 
one of the more difficult small bridging 
operations on the contract. 

The remaining three bridges of the two- 
span type are in steep sided rock cuttings. 
The abutments are concrete. dowelled to 
a carefully prepared vertical face of the 
rock cutting, and have the rough textured 
finish described.

A standard type of parapet uses both 
hollow and solid steel sections for the posts 
and hollow horizontal rails. The posts are 
set in standardised concrete parapet units, 
which are cantilevered from the facing 
beams to form a pleasant feature of the 
elevation. 

Railway Bridges 

The five railway bridges, although of 
simple construction, form a major obstacle 
to the orderly completion of the contract 
by virtue of the many regulations which 
make working in close proximity to rail-

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ways difficult. There are three steel- 
decked bridges carrying railway lines over 
the motorway and two concrete-decked 
bridges carrying the motorway over the 
railway. Of the former, one bridge has 
four spans. This is in the case of the 
railway crossing over the slip roads in 
addition to the motorway at the junction 
with the main Doncaster/Sheffield Road. 

Construction of these bridges involves 
driving sheet-piled retaining walls to enable 
each separate pier and abutment to be 
excavated and built under a temporary 
bridge formed of heavy steel joists. Gene- 
rally speaking, single spans of the perma- 
nent deck are assembled on_ suitable 
trestling alongside their final position, the 
concrete floor is cast, waterproofing, ballast 
and track work laid, and the span rolled 
into position as soon as its supporting 
structures are complete. 

In the case of Brodsworth Railway Bridge, 
the railway bank was excavated during a 
week’s holiday period at the colliery, and 
a temporary bridge placed over the whole 
length of the gap. Some of the largest 
single precast beams used in motorway 
construction are incorporated at Reservoir 
Bridge, which carries the motorway over a 
railway in a deep rock cutting. These are 
tee-beams 84ft. long and weighing about 
60 tons each. They are carried on con- 
crete bank seats set in the rock forming 
the sides of the cutting. 


The Don Viaduct 


The Don Bridge carries the motorway 
over the River Don at a point near to the 
old village of Sprotborough, four miles 
west of Doncaster. The river at this 
point passes through a picturesque valley 
with steep wooded sides rising to about 
100ft. above the river. The bridge site is 
consequently difficult of access. Large 
quantities of rock were blasted and exca- 
vated along the line of the motorway on 
both approaches to form access roads. 

The bridge, 760ft. long between abut- 
ments, consists of two parallel but separate 
structures. It is a seven-span viaduct con- 
sisting of one 180ft. span, four 100ft. spans 
and two 90ft. spans. The 180ft. span is 
over the river and is comprised of a sus- 
pended span 100ft. long on two cantilevers 
40ft. long, the anchor arms for which form 
the adjacent spans and are both 100ft. 
long. There are two spans on the north 
bank and four on the south bank of the 
river. These latter cross wash lands which 
flood in winter, and to deal with this an 
earth bank was placed upstream of the 
bridge to form a roadway and flood pro- 
tection. 

Each carriageway is carried on five 
riveted steel girders, and has a Qin. thick 
reinforced concrete deck designed as a 
continuous slab, with a small oversail past 
the outer girders. With the exception of 
the anchor arms and cantilever arms, the 
concrete deck is designed to act compo- 
sitely with the steel girders. The abut- 
ments, founded in solid rock, are the 
counterfort type, each constructed in two 
separate sections joined by a rubber water 
stop. The wing walls are trianguisr 
shaped, cantilevered off the abutments. The 
piers are in the form of tall, slender T’s 
with hexagonal columns carried on large 
bases or piled foundations. 

Braithwaite Foundations and Construc- 
tion Company sank the bored cylinder 
piles for the five pairs of piers in the 
bottom of the valley. Steel sheet-pile 
cofferdams were driven around individual 
pier foundations, which were then exca- 
vated and capped with reinforced con- 
crete, about 200 cu. yd. in each case, tied 
into the cylinder reinforcemeht. On these 
caps steel towers are erected to form 
access to the pier stems and to support the 
tee head of each pier. As these piers are 
completed, steel superstructure will be 
assembled on the approach banks behind 
each concrete box-type abutment, and 
launched out into position. The launch- 
ing girders are made up from steel for the 
approach spans together with a light lattice 
launching nose. As the steelwork ap- 
proaches completion the reinforced con- 
crete deck slabs will be placed.

MORE COMPLAINTS OF INDUSTRIAL AIR 
POLLUTION 


Public Awareness of the Nuisance is Reason 


"HE number of complaints of indus- 
trial air pollution received by the 
alkali inspectorate in 1959 was one- 
third more than in 1958 and more than 
double the total for 1957. This in- 
crease, says the annual report* of the 
Chief Alkali Inspector for England and 
Wales (Dr. J. S. Carter), is a measure 
of public awareness of the nuisance. 


The inspectorate’s task is to ensure that 
air pollution from a great variety of in- 
dustrial processes is reduced to a minimum. 
Until 1958 they were mainly concerned 
with processes in the heavy chemical and 
allied industries; but in 1958, as a sequel 
to the Clean Air Act, 1956, the scope of 
the Alkali Act was greatly extended to 
include many other operations (for example, 
iron and steel manufacture and electricity 
production) where the control of smoke, 
grit and dust presented problems of special 
technical difficulty. 

Generally speaking, processes have been 
brought under the Act where emissions are 
particularly dangerous or offensive, or for 
technical reasons and where there is par- 
ticular difficulty of control. 

During 1959, specific complaints con- 
cerning 354 works were _ investigated, 
mainly at the request of local authorities. 
This compared with 270 in 1958 and 133 
in 1957. The degree of justification for 
complaint varied. 

Complaints were most numerous against 
gas and coke works (63), ceramic works 
(51), electric power stations (31), and iron 
and steel works (30). There were also 
15 complaints against particular areas, for 
example, a highly industrialised area or 
one of intensive production. Examples are 
the Thames-side area (cement), Trafford 
Park area (heavy industrial and chemical), 
the Aldridge area (blue brick production) 
and three Pennine areas (limestone opera- 
tions and lime burning). 

By comparison, the number of calls for 
the inspectorate’s help in dealing with 
colliery spoilbanks is steadily decreasing. 

“By and large, the local authorities 
should now be able to deal with this form 
of air pollution,” remarks the report. 

Cement Works 

The report notes the increase of cement 
production from 10,000,000 tons in 1958 
to almost 12,000,000 tons in 1959, and

continues, “ The combination of increased 
production and the driest summer for 200 
years led to an accumulation of dust on 
buildings and vegetation that was both 
widespread and noticeable. Under these 
circumstances it is hardly surprising that 
there was much public complaint, and 
especially in the region of intensive pro- 
duction on Thames-side.” 

After describing the steps taken and 
planned to reduce the pollution from 
cement works the report says that away 
from Thames-side, dust deposition re- 
lated to smaller areas. ‘* Nonetheless,” it 
continues, “much of the complaint was 
justified and dust deposition was evident 
in many places until the end of the dry 
spell,” The report adds that at some 
works the complaints related to “blebs” 
often the size of confetti falling within a 
short distance of the chimneys. Cause of 
the “blebs” is rather obscure though the 
inspectors now have some useful pointers. 


Power Stations 


These range from small peak load 
stations of under 10-MW capacity to super- 


power stations capable of burning 
thousands of tons of fuel daily. 
As in 1958, the very small stations 


accounted for a “disproportionate amount” 
of the considerable volume of complaints. 
All these stations are doomed, says the 
report, as the Central Electricity Generat- 
ing Board is actively engaged on closing 
them. Meanwhile, the inspectorate is doing 
what it can to ensure that emissions are 
kept to a minimum. 

The medium sized power stations of 
about 60-MW upwards have perhaps the 
most serious problems. The report pre- 
sumes that these have still a fairly long 
life before them, and says they have “an 
appreciable potential nuisance value.” It 
is “somewhat disturbing” that at some 
stations emissions have been found to be 
due to poor maintenance of arrestment 
plant resulting in its operating below 
maximum efficiency. After discussions, the 
C.E.G.B. have undertaken to pursue the 
maintenance problem vigorously at all 
stations, and other remedies are being con- 
sidered. 

“Once we are assured that all existing 
grit arrestors are well maintained and 
operating at somewhere near their maxi- 
mum efficiency the whole problem can 
again be reviewed,” says the report. It 
adds that the problems of emissions at the 
big new power stations of 1,000-MW and 
over are largely solved at the design stage. 


MINISTER TO MODIFY LAND POLICY? 
Help to House-builders 


SPEAKING at the half-yearly general 
J meeting of the National Federation of 
Building Trades Employers held at the Royal 
Festival Hall on Tuesday morning, Mr. 
D. E. Woodbine Parish, president, referring 
to discussions which the National Federa- 
tion had had with the Minister of Housing 
and Local Government, said it was under- 
stood that the Minister was making some 
modifications in his land policy which 
would be of help to house-builders. 

“In particular I would mention the 
question of density and staging of develop- 
ment,” he said. “I hope you will agree 
that the Federation’s efforts on your 
behalf, and on behalf of the many who 
desire to become house-owners, have not 
been in vain. 

“In the long term, the allocation of 
land between the various needs of the 


country—such as agriculture, education, 
industry, commerce, housing, transport and 
defence—is outside the control of one 
Minister and should be treated as a 
Cabinet matter. If we are not to be found 
with constantly recurring land crises a 
really profound and scientific long-term 
investigation and assessment is required. 
We are shirking our responsibilities to the 
future generations if we do not face up 
to this now and your Federation will con- 
tinue to press for it. 

“One thing is quite certain—the vilifica- 
tion of speculators and for that matter the 
nationalisation of land will not have the 
slightest effect on the amount of land 
available.”

U.S. STRUCTURAL LABORATORY IS OWN 
TESTING MACHINE 






URING their recent visit to the 

United States the Pavings Develop- 
ment Group had the opportunity of 
visiting the Portland Cement Associa- 
tion’s Structural Laboratory which, in- 
stead of housing conventional testing 
machines, is a giant testing machine in 
itself, capable of resisting forces of over 
10,000,0001b. 

The laboratory was built to extend the 
facilities of the Association’s research and 
development’ laboratories at Skokie, 
Illinois, and was designed specifically to 
implement the long-range objectives of 
the Association in the field of structural 
research and development. 


ROOF GIRDE 


Laboratory Building 


The laboratory structure is 56ft. by 
176ft. in plan and 40ft. high. The entire 
building above grade was assembled from 
precast elements designed by the ultimate 
strength design method and reinforced 
with alloy steel deformed bars having a 
minimum yield point of 70,000 p.s.i.  Tilt- 
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obtain decorative effects. 
Fig. 1: Cross-sectional view of laboratory 
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A 22ft. long bay at the east end of the 
building contains three storeys of offices 
and special laboratories. The rest of the 
building is a large room served by a 20-ton 
crane and air conditioned to 70 degrees F. 
and 50 per cent. relative humidity. A full 
basement, composed mostly of the interior 
of the box girder test floor, provides space 
for storage, shops, and loading equipment.

It is pierced by a total of 690 holes on 
3ft. centres. Test specimens are secured 
and loads are applied with the aid of these 
holes which are sealed by bronze plugs and 
rubber gaskets when they are not in use. 
As indicated by the cross-section shown in 
Fig. 1, the test floor was designed to act 
as a hollow box girder in the longitudinal 
direction and a Vierendeel girder in the 
transverse direction. The overall depth of 
this reinforced concrete girder is 12ft., 
oe with the 24in. first-floor slab joined to 
10,000 psi the 18in. basement floor slab by 84ft. high

The first-floor slab was designed for ser- 
vice loads of 100,000lb. acting up or down 
at each hole in the 3ft. grid system. Design 
was carried out by ultimate strength 
theories such as the yield-line theory with 
over-load factors of two to three; the 
safety factor against first yielding of the 
reinforcement is 1.5 to 2. Safety of per- 
sonnel was a consideration in the design; 
in the case of an accidental gross overload, 
obvious distortion and cracking of the test 
floor will occur before failure of the floor 
itself. 

The test floor may be thought of as con- 
sisting of two exterior 12ft. deep channel 
sections and three interior I-beams. Each 
interior I-beam was designed with an over- 
load factor of 1.8 to resist safely a moment 
of 17,000,000lb.-ft. without aid from its 
own dead weight. This choice of utilising 
a box girder “ floating’? on its subgrade 
was made because rock anchorage cannot 
be obtained at a reasonable depth in the 
location involved. If tests of full-scale 
bridge decks or very heavy floor slabs are 
made, the total vertical load resisted safely 
by the test floor can exceed 10,000,000Ib. 

A view of the test floor six months after 
the laboratory was occupied is given in 
Fig. 2. The floor opening in the fore- 
ground provides access by the overhead 
crane to the basement shops. The obser- 
vation balcony shown in the upper left 
corner accommodates visitors. 


Testing Equipment and Methods 


All static loading is accomplished by hy- 
draulic rams of an inexpensive commer- 
cial type manufactured for various indus- 
trial uses. Each ram is calibrated frequently 
and it has been found that applied loads 
can be measured within one per cent. by 
oil pressure indicators. 


Static Vertical Loads 


The principle of vertical load application 
is indicated in Figs. 1 and 3. The casings 
of a series of 10-ton rams are threaded 
into 3ft. cross-bars. The ram_ pistons 
bearing against the test floor from below 
place pairs of tie-rods in tension to load 
the specimens. The initial laboratory 
equipment includes 150 10-ton rams and 
cross-bars. Additional rams of greater load 
capacities are being purchased as needed.

Fig. 5 shows an example of this loading 
method. A series of concrete weights are 
used to bring the dead load stresses of a 
}-scale model up to those of the prototype. 
Loads spaced at 3ft. intervals approximate 
a uniform load, and two 10-ton rams with 
two cross-bars act in tandem through a 
single pair of tie-rods to apply concen- 
trated loads in each span. 

The use of 30 10-ton rams acting 
through 60 tie-rods to load a shell struc- 
ture is shown in Fig. 4. 


Sustained Loads 


To study shrinkage and creep phenom- 
ena, sustained loads are applied either by 
concrete weights or by hydraulic rams. 

The test floor has no heavy steel inserts, 
so that horizontal test loads cannot be 
transferred to the test floor by key or rivet 
action. An anchorage block for a 
prestressing bed was precast and placed 
on the test floor in mortar. Four high- 
strength steel bolts were then tensioned 
to a force of 100,000Ib. each by centre-hole 
ram, and anchorage nuts were tightened 
against the test floor from below. In this 
manner, friction is developed by a total 
vertical force of 400,000lb., and horizontal 
forces of 250,000lb. have been transferred. 
Repeated Loads 

A pulsating load machine operating at 
250 or 500 cycles per minute and four 
10.1l-ton rams for dynamic operation are 
used for repeated load tests. 

Reactions from the rams are carried to 
the test floor through reinforced concrete 


frames fastened to the floor by prestressed 
bolts. 


Instrumentation 


Reactions—moments, axial forces, and 
shears—are measured by electronic load

cells designed and built by laboratory per- 
sonnel. Strains are measured by mechani- 
cal or electric strain gauges; readings of the 
latter are made either by automatic re- 
corders or by hand-operated strain indica- 
tors. Deflections of test specimens are 
measured either by dial gauges or by 
precision levelling accurate to 0.002in. 
Movements in space, such as encountered 
in tests of shell structures, are measured 
by triangulation procedures accurate to 
0.01in. 

The laboratory building was designed 
by Dunlap and Esgar, architects, Chicago, 
and the general contractor was the George 
A. Fuller Company. 

The test floor design and the develop- 
ment of testing equipment and methods 
were supervised by Eivind Hognestad, man- 
ager, Structural Development Section of 
the P.C.A. Laboratories, under the direc- 
tion of Douglas McHenry. 


Experimental Bridge Investigation 


One extensive investigation recently 
undertaken in this laboratory concerned 
continuous precast-prestressed concrete 
bridges. The type of bridge studied in- 
volved I-shaped girders without end blocks 
and with straight prestressing tendons. The 
girders were connected to form an integral 
bridge unit by a situ-cast deck slab. Con- 
tinuity from span to span was obtained 
for live loads by placing deformed bar 
reinforcement longitudinally in the deck 
slab across the intermediate piers support- 
ing the girders. 


Girder Continuity 


The first stage of the investigation was 
to check the performance of the continuity 
connection under static loads. Tests were 
made in which each specimen consisted of 
two 6ft. long precast-prestressed girder 
stubs joined together by deformed rein- 
forcing bars placed in a deck slab that was 
cast on top of the girder stubs. The 
major variables introduced were the 
amount of precompression of the bottom 
flange of the prestressed girder, and the 
amount of continuity reinforcement placed 
in the deck slab. It was found that this 
type of connection is fundamentally sound, 
and suitable design criteria were developed. 


Horizontal Shear Connections 


The transfer of horizontal shear between 
the precast girder and the situ-cast deck 
slab is of vital importance in this type of 
construction. An experimental study was 
therefore carried out regarding the useful- 
ness of various means of horizontal shear 
transfer. Adhesive bond, roughness, shear 
keys, and stirrups were included as test 
variables. Two types of test specimens were 
employed. In the first type, a short length 
of deck slab was pushed off a section of 
precast beam. In a second phase, com- 
posite beams were tested. In some of 
these composite beams the width of the 
contact face between the precast girder 
and the situ-cast deck slab was artificially 
reduced so as to force a horizontal shear 
failure at the joint. The push-off tests 
demonstrated characteristics of slip versus 
shearing stress similar to those obtained 
from the beam tests. The tests indicate 
maximum horizontal shear stresses, before 
breakdown of composite action in compo- 
site beams, of about 500 p.s.i. for a rough 
bonded contact surface, and 300 p.s.i. for 
a smooth bonded surface. They also indi- 
cate that the effects of bond and keys are 
not additive. 


Bridge Design Studies 


At this stage, a tentative typical bridge 
structure was designed for H20-S16 
loading, using information obtained in the 
first two stages in addition to that which 
was already available elsewhere. These 
design studies brought out the need for 
additional test data, and further stages of 
the investigation were planned. 


Shearing Strength 


Since near the intermediate supports the 
continuous girder section was designed for 
flexure .as a reinforced concrete member, 
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a question arose regarding the correct way 
of designing these same sections for shear. 
Nominal shearing stresses, calculated on 
the basis of the thickness of the web of 
the precast girder, were very high; and 
the amount of shear reinforcement re- 
quired on the basis of customary rein- 
forced concrete design methods appeared 
excessive. It was therefore decided to make 
a series of shear tests of half-scale compo- 
site girders loaded by a group of point 
loads to simulate the wheel loads of the 
standard H20-S16 design vehicle. The 
girders tested were of single span with a 
tie-down cantilever at one end. By suitably 
varying the tie-down force at the end of 
the cantilever independently from the 
vehicle loads, it was possible to make con- 
ditions in the single span correspond to 
those which would exist in one span of 
two-span continuous girder. The variables 
studied were the amount of shear rein- 
forcement and the location of the applied 
loads. These tests resulted in a reasonable 
method of design for web reinforcement. 
The concrete blocks suspended from the 
girders serve the purpose of producing 
full dead-load prototype stresses in the 
half-scale members. 


Flexural Strength 


It was decided to extend the work car- 
ried out in the first stage of the investi- 
gation by testing a half-scale model of a 
single continuous girder. Including its 
portion of deck slab, such a girder was 
taken from the bridge design studied in 
stage three. The girder was loaded in 
such a manner as to simulate the equiva- 
lent lane load for the H20-S16 loading. 
The loads were arranged so as to result in 
the most severe bending moment condi- 
tions at the centre support section of the 
girder. The test is seen in progress in 
Fig. 5. The connection behaved in a satis- 
factory manner, and full redistribution of 
bending moments was achieved in the 
girder at ultimate strength. 


Creep and Shrinkage Studies 


Two 66ft. long continuous girders, 
similar to the one seen under test in Fig. 5, 
were left under a sustained loading simu- 
lating dead load of the prototype for 18 
months. This was done to study the 
influence on continuity behaviour of creep 
in the precast-prestressed girder, and of 
differential shrinkage between deck slab 
and precast girder. Extensive measurements 
were made of support reactions, girder de- 
flections, and steel and concrete strains. It 
was concluded that in order to ensure 
fully continuous behaviour at service live 
loads after an extended period of time, it 
is necessary to provide some means to 
resist any parasitic reverse moment set up 
at the interior support sections due to 
creep deformation of the precast-prestressed 
girders. This can easily be accomplished 
by suitable details. The creep deforma- 
tions do not influence the ultimate strength 
of the girders. 


Repeated Loading 


Although the ability of this type of con- 
nection to resist static loads was amply 
proved by the earlier work in this investi- 
gation, it was considered desirable to study 
the behaviour of a typical connection 
under dynamic loading. The specimens 
used simulated, at half-scale, that part of a 
girder taken from the design study bridge 
which extends 20ft. either side of the 
centre support. In this series of tests the 
only variable considered was the maximum 
value of the pulsating load. The speci- 
mens were supported at the diaphragm and 
loaded at the ends by Amsler pulsating load 
rams. It was concluded from the tests that 
if the connection is designed to have a 
static ultimate flexural strength 2.5 times 
the service load moment, a minimum of 
10,000,000 repetitions of load to 1.5 times 
the service load can be sustained safely. 


Reverse Bending 


In continuous bridges with more than 
two spans, small positive moments may 
develop at interior girder support sections 
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under certain loading conditions. Static 
and dynamic reverse bending tests were 
therefore carried out on specimens incor- 
porating various means of achieving resist- 
ance to these moments. The behaviour 
ot the test specimens was satisfactory, 
and design recommendations were drawn 
up. 
Bridge Test 


The final stage of this investigation was 
the test of a complete half-scale model of 
the bridge considered in the design study. 
The test was divided into two parts. First, 
tests at the service load level were made to 
check the continuity behaviour of the 
structure, and also the degree of transverse 
distribution of concentrated loads applied 
to the bridge deck. The bridge was de- 
signed without diaphragms in the spans. 
Finally, the bridge was tested to destruct- 
tion by applying a group of four point loads 
located eccentrically on the deck. This 
grouping of loads simulated the distribu- 
tions of loads in the extraordinary military 


bogie loading for which bridges in the 
interstate highway system must be 
designed. Extensive measurements of 
reactions, deflections and strains were 


made in all tests. A considerable body of 
test data was accumulated and is at present 
being studied. 


Conclusion 


Giving details of the investigation in a 
recent issue of the “P.C.A. Research and 
Development Journal,”’ Alan H. Mattock, 
senior development engineer, and Paul H. 
Kaar, development engineer, Structural 
Development Section, state an extensive 
investigation of the form of bridge con- 
struction in which continuity is created 
between precast girders by placing de- 
formed bar reinforcement longitudinally in 
the deck slab across the intermediate piers 
has led to the conclusion that such a con- 
tinuity connection is. basically sound. 
Results obtained during the investigation 
are enabling design criteria to be drawn 
up covering the various aspects of the 
design of such a structure, which should 
result in more efficient design for multi- 
span precast-prestressed concrete bridges 
in the future. 

Although this investigation was directed 
specifically toward bridge construction, 
most of the design criteria developed are 
also applicable to precast building struc- 
tures. 


AVALANCHE SHED ON 
TRANS-CANADA HIGHWAY 


John Laing and Son (Canada), Ltd., have 
commenced work on a $lm. project for 
the construction of a_  1,036ft. long 
avalanche shed bordering a section of the 
Trans-Canada Highway, 25 miles east of 
Revelstoke, British Columbia. 

The shed is one of several of various 
lengths which will be required to main- 
tain an all-weather route through a moun- 
tainous region in the Rocky Mountains 
which is subject to heavy snowfalls and 
deep drifts. 

Designed to withstand a vertical loading 
of 1,100 tons per sq. ft., the structure 
will have a clear internal span of 36ft. 
and an internal height of 14}ft. at the 
front and 2l1ft. at the rear. Provision is 
made for precast concrete columns lft. by 
2ft. 6in. in section at 7ft. centres in front 
and 4ft. square columns at the rear, cast 
in situ at 14ft. centres. The rear columns 
will be tied back into the ground by 40ft. 
long tie beams and a continuous full-length 
anchor wall, 2ft. wide and 8ft. deep, will 
be constructed. The roof will consist of 
closely butted precast and _ prestressed 
beams, each about 40ft. long, 3ft. 4in. wide 
and 3ft. deep. 

Rapid completion of the project by 
November 15 this year is imperative to 
avoid the danger of avalanches. The in- 
accessible location has posed unusual 
problems of organisation and supply, and 
deliveries of materials have been carefully 
scheduled to avoid stockpiling and re- 
handling on site. 
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LAUNCHING OF SUSPENDED SPAN BEAMS FOR 
MAIDSTONE BY-PASS BRIDGE 


RECAST concrete beams weighing 
165 tons and measuring 83ft. in 
length have been rolled into position 
to form a bridge which will take the 
western section of the Maidstone By- 
pass motorway over the River Medway 
near Aylesford. They are probably the 
biggest ever to be made and erected in 
this way. 

The bridge will be 325ft. long and 87ft. 
wide. The main span over the river is 
to be 145ft. long consisting of two canti- 
lever arms and a central suspended section. 
The bridge deck is in reinforced concrete, 
10in. thick, supported on four hollow 
girders of prestressed concrete spaced at 
22ft. 6in. centres and cross-connected at 
about 20ft. intervals by reinforced concrete 
diaphragms. 


Special Measures 


A requirement of the _ navigation 
authorities is that no temporary supports 
may be placed in the river during con- 
struction because of possible danger to or 
from the barges which use the river. 
Although the cantilever arms protrude 
out over the river, their method of con- 
struction was not unduly complicated by 
this requirement. However, _ special 
measures involving heavy temporary 
bridging have been adopted for the central 
suspended section. The girders of this 
section have been constructed in a casting 
yard on the west bank of the river and 
were manoeuvred into position over the 
river so as to “seat” on the cantilever arms 
extending from each bank. 

The operation of launching the first 
girder is illustrated in the drawing below 
which shows the girders of the cantilever 
arms substantially complete, extending out 
20ft. from the columns on the west bank 
and 44ft. from the pier on the east bank. 
Steel joists in pairs were placed at the 
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ends of three adjacent girders of each of 
these cantilever arms. They spanned the 
15ft. gaps between adjacent girders and 
served as supports for the temporary 
bridging. 

Two Bailey bridges, each made up of 
five Bailey trusses, were assembled on the 
west bank, rolled out over the west approach 
span girders and launched across the 90ft. 
river gap in the usual manner. The bridges 
in position, rail tracks were laid on the 


upper chords and a travelling gantry 
assembled to span between the Bailey 
bridges. The gantry itself was made up of 


four standard Bailey trusses and bearing 
on bogies travelling on the rail tracks. 
This travel was controlled by power 
operated winches mounted on the east and 
west cantilever girders. 


First Girder Lifted 


With the temporary bridging completed, 
the first suspended girder was lifted from 
its bed in the casting area. Bogies were 
run in under the projecting steel joists 
which were temporarily attached at each 
end of the girder. The weight of the 
girder was then transferred to the bogies 
by using jacks mounted on the latter. The 
bogies ran on rail track which extended 
from the casting yard and thence out over 
an inner girder of the west approach span. 
There was a slight incline towards the river 
and the progress of the girder on its two 
bogies was controlled by winches. 

Upon reaching the end of the west canti- 
lever girder the assembly was halted and 
the weight of the precast girder transferred 
from the leading bogie to timber packing 
erected on the end of the west cantilever 
girder. The leading end of the precast 
girder lay between the two Bailey bridges 
and the travelling gantry was used to trans- 
port the unloaded bogie across the river 
gap to rail track laid on the east cantilever 
girder.

The gantry then travelled back across 
the river to pick up the leading end of the 
precast girder and transport it across 
the gap. With this operation completed, 
the gantry and the jacks mounted on the 
bogies were employed to seat the girder 
on timber packing erected at the ends of 
the east and west cantilever girders. Jacks 
incorporated in these packings gradually 
lowered the girder into final position on 
its bearings at the ends of the cantilever 
girders. 

In a similar manner the remaining pre- 
cast girders will be lifted from their cast- 
ing beds and placed into position. 

The bridge has been designed for the 
Ministry of Transport by Scott and Wilson, 
Kirkpatrick and Partners, consulting civil 
and structural engineets who are jfalso 


supervising its construction. The con- 
tractors are Sir Robert McAlpine and 
Sons, Ltd. 


SPELGA DAM OFFICIALLY 
OPENED 


Spelga Dam, about 44 miles south of 
Belfast, was officially opened recently by 
Mr. N. T. Dickson, vice-chairman of the 
Portadown and Banbridge Regional Water- 
works Joint Board. 

The dam is sited near the source of the 
River Bann, 1,120ft. above sea-level, and 
is a 1,000ft.-long mass concrete gravity 
structure in the form of a shallow “V” 
which impounds a_ 148-acre_ reservoir 
having a capacity of 620,000,000 gallons. 
The reservoir has been designed to pro- 
vide a constant output of 4,430,000 gallons 
daily, serving a population of 120,000 in 
an area of some 300 square miles. 

The consulting engineers for the project 
were R. Ferguson and S. Mcllveen, of 
Belfast. The contractors were John Laing 
and Son, Ltd. 
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SOMERSET SURVEYOR CRITICISES 
MINISTRY ROAD GRANTS 


O large road improvement works 
+ were carried out in Somerset 
during the year ended March 31, 1960, 
reports the county surveyor, Mr. 
J. H. H. Wilkes, and the special works 
programme was far less than the 
council would have wished to do, being 
limited by “the very inadequate grants 
made by the Ministry of Transport.” 
However, according to the surveyor’s 
annual report a large number of small 
improvement schemes were carried out. 
“Although each is on a small scale, the 
great majority are sufficient in scope to 
be of good value for a good many years 
to come,” he states. “But there are un- 
fortunately some that are not so good and 
will become out of date only too soon. 
With Government grants being so limited 
and the demands of traffic so great, a 
difficult decision has sometimes to be 
made: to postpone doing works until 
sufficient grant is available for a lasting 
improvement—traffic in the meantime 
being seriously inconvenienced—or to do 
a small scheme now, feeling fairly sure that 
it will become inadequate before many 
years. This is an unpleasant decision. 
involving judgment rather than technical 
knowledge, for whatever the decision 
taken, it is bound to be wrong in some 
people’s opinion, 


Watertight Compartments 


“The Ministry still insist on keeping 
their grants in watertight compartments,” 
says Mr. Wilkes. “Their allotment for 
major improvements — improvements _in- 
volving the purchase of land—-is entirely 
separate from that for maintenance and 
no transfer (with one exception) is allowed. 
They also make separate grants for a num- 


ber of details, for example traffic signals 
and cattle grids. 

“They do however allow one valuable 
concession; they will permit the funding 
of small improvements from their main- 
tenance grant, But they require money 
to be transferred from one grant to another 
and this adds greatly to the administrative 
and clerical work involved and introduces 
other financial complications. The only 
advantage to the Ministry is that they then 
know how much of this work is being 
done, knowledge they could still have by 
simpler means. 

“We have been doing a very large num- 
ber of these ‘transferred majors’ and be- 
cause of the limitation of government grant 
our resurfacing programme has suffered, 
with the result that there are lengths of 
important roads of whose surface I am 
not at all proud.” 

Mr. Wilkes continues: “The Minister of 
Transport has made many statements about 
the extra money to be spent on roads and 
the public have come to think that there 
is now plenty available for improvements 
in Somerset. This is definitely not the 
case, for the grant for maintenance for 
1959/60 was only 9 per cent. above that 
for 1958/59, while that for major improve- 
ments was actually halved. In the whole 
country £60m. extra is being spent on 
new motorways and about £llm. on all 
other improvements, and as this last in 
cludes a few very large schemes there is 
nothing extra left for Somerset. 

“Motorway construction is, of course, 
a clear gain on the increasing traffic 
problem, but the amount being spent on 
the improvement of existing roads is so 
meagre that the lag of actual roadworks 
behind the need must surely be increasing 
rapidly, and will continue until an up-to 


CAR PARK CONSTRUCTION AT BROMLEY 


ITH the daily increase in the number 

of cars on the roads, surveyors and 

local authorities are giving more attention 

to the provision of adequate parking 
facilities, 

In 1955 the Borough of Bromley built 
the Hill Car Park, Beckenham Lane, but 
the subsequent increase in the number of 
shoppers and visitors has made it necessary 
to enlarge the parking area. This was 


carried out in 1959 and during 1960 the 





Council have constructed two more similar 
car parks, 

The construction consisted of a hardcore 
base blinded with hoggin which was 
covered by a basecourse of tarred gravel 
to B.S. 1241 (Table 1). The wearing course 
which was of in. tarred granite to B.S. 802 
(Table 3), contained a high proportion of 
fine aggregate. The extended park can be 
seen in the foreground of the photograph. 
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date appraisal of the situation is made and 
a realistic programme produced.” 


Trunk Roads 


Of trunk roads, he states, “The Bristol- 
Exeter road A.38 is now carrying a far 
bigger proportion of commercial vehicles, 
in addition to an increase in total volume, 
and is rapidly becoming inadequate. | 
greatly hope that the motor-road will be 
built far sooner than the Ministry expect 
(so far we have no starting date for any 
part of it), and then the problem will be 
solved. In the case of the IIminster- 
Wincanton road A.303 the situation is 
more gloomy, Although the road generally 
has a rather better alignment than many 
Class I roads, it requires drastic improve- 
ment because it carries a big volume of 
long-distance traffic. The Ministry’s allow- 
ance for maintenance is so small as to 
be insufficient to allow for proper re- 
surfacing; indeed, many sections of A.303 
have a running surface inferior to many 
of our minor roads, and there is nothing 
left for improvement. 

“The traffic census shows, according to 
the Ministry criteria, that three lanes only 
are required; a layout that, in my opinion, 
is most unsatisfactory for a long-distance 
route, although accident statistics do not 
show it to be unduly dangerous. I believe 
that such a road should have dual carriage- 
ways, both in the interest of safety and in 
pleasure to drive. It may well be that a 
dual carriageway layout would not be much 
more expensive than three lanes, because 
it does not demand so high a standard of 
visibility round bends and over humps. 
I am urging the Ministry to allow us to 
design such improvements as we can carry 
out to this standard, for it will be quite as 
easy and cheaper in the first instance, pro- 
vided we know beforehand, to construct 
one carriageway 24ft. wide and allow for 
a second, than to build a 33ft. carriageway. 

“Last autumn we were told that the 
Minister was preparing a programme of 
schemes costing over £25,000 for the major 
improvement of county roads for the years 
1961/66 and that we could assume that 
grants would be available for all schemes 
included in his programme, though it 
would be for him to decide on the size 
of the programme. The Council have ap 
proved in principle a programme amount 
ing to about £500,000 in each of the five 
years; this sum includes £100,000 for 
smaller schemes costing less than £25,000 
each. So far, the Ministry have not told 
us how much they will allow, and unless 
they do, giving dates, the programme is 
nothing more than yet another list, of 
which the Council have given the Ministry 
so many. 

“It is this that makes forward planning 
almost impossible, and the Council have 
adopted the policy of buying land in ad 
vance of requirements, as this is the only 
practicable way of preparing for improve 
ments.” 


NATIONAL CONTRACTORS 
TO VISIT U.S.A. 


Plans are now nearly complete for a 
party of the National Contractors Group of 
the L.M.B.A. to make a visit to the United 
States in the autumn of this year under 
the leadership of Mr. A. R. Mais, past 
chairman, 

This was mentioned by Mr. G. L. R. 
Dickens, the chairman, when he presented 
a report at the group’s half-yearly meeting 
held recently at the Dorchester Hotel. 

The report also makes comment upon 
the problem of retention moneys and the 
large sums of money which could be tied 
up where maximum retention was insisted 
upon on large contracts. It also expresses 
the hope of the group's executive com- 
mittee that its members will give a lead 
to the whole-of the industry in connection 
with accident prevention. 

Among other matters dealt with in the 
report are the problem of supply of bricks 
and reinforcing rods, the views of ‘the 
group on the Code of Tendering Procedure. 
and its work in the field of apprenticeship. 
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CANTILEVERED TYPE HANGAR BUILT 
AT GATWICK AIRPORT 


HEN Transair, Ltd., decided to 
extend their facilities at Gatwick 
Airport, it was planned that the second 
building should be complementary in 
function to the existing accommodation, 
acting as a “nose” hangar for Viscount 
aircraft and a complete hangar for 
small aircraft. 

A high degree of flexibility was an im- 
portant requirement of the new design, as 
well as a large uninterrupted door opening. 
This suggested a cantilevered type of 
building, which proved to be an economical 
form of construction in view of the exten- 
sive two-storey annexe which was required 
at the back of the hangar to house work- 
shops, stores, offices and a flight kitchen. 

The rigid structure of the annexe as a 


whole resolves the reactions of the canti- 
lever arms supporting the hangar roof. 
This is an unusual way of balancing a 
cantilevered structure, the reactions of 
which are more usually resolved by an 
opposing cantilever or by rigid cantilever 
frames. In this instance, the balancing 
structure of the annexe forms a dual pur- 
pose and is put to full habitable use in- 
stead of merely being deadweight. 


Rectangular Structure 


The hangar is a long rectangular struc- 
ture measuring 240ft. by 58ft.; it is 
designed on a 40in. module and divided 
into 6ft. 8in. bays. The roof is sloping 


and is 22ft. high at the springing of the 
cantilevers, rising to 25ft. high over the

New Structural Ideas 


HE first major Trinity House light- 

house tower to be erected for over 

50 years, now completed by Taylor 

Woodrow Construction, Ltd., at Dunge- 

ness, Kent, was officially opened last 
week by the Duke of Gloucester. 

The first of its kind in the country, the 
tower embodies a number of new struc- 
tural ideas, the result of months of in 
vestigation by Trinity House technicians 
in co-operation with Ronald Ward and 
Partners, the architects and engineers. 

A feature of the structural work is the 
slenderness of the 130ft. high tower, 
achieved by the use of prestressed con- 
crete. Within the overall diameter of 12ft., 
the walls are only 6in. thick. 

Construction was in a series of 21 con- 
crete drums, 5ft. high, and made at the 
Rye works of Spun Concrete, Ltd., about 
14 miles from the shingle headland on 
which the new lighthouse was being 
erected. These were laid on top of each 
other as completed, being transferred to 
the site by low-loader vehicles and posi- 
tioned by a Coles Conqueror crane with 


a 142ft. jib and a lifting capacity of 
11} tons. : 
Then, high tensile steel prestressing 


wires were run through the walls from top 
to bottom and tensioned with powerful 
jacks, to provide the structural strength 
required to resist the ‘80 m.p.h. wind 
forces often experienced at Dungeness. 
The tower rises from the white con- 
crete base, formed by a spiral ramp en- 
closing the machine room. The latter 
contains all the electrical controls, stand- 
by generators and fog signal equipment. 


Permanent “Bands” 


To preserve the banded appearance of 
the lighthouse, black and white concrete 
was specified and mixed proportions were 
determined after preliminary tests by 
Terresearch, Ltd. 

Construction began in November and 
was completed within six months, despite 
interference from bad weather and high 
winds. 

The top white band was patterned by 
rows of apertures for the 60 loud speaker 
units forming the fog signal, the fog signal 
itself being positioned within the light- 
house on the level at the top of the spiral 
ramp. 

Above the pattern of apertures, the 
tower curves convexly to a diameter of

concrete has been used for the structure 
as it was found in the construction of the 
first Transair hangar to need little main- 
tenance, to have a high fire resistance and 
to give clean lines. 

The cantilevered arms supporting the 
roof are arranged in nine pairs down the 
length of the building; they are connected 
by concrete purlins which are covered 
with Stramit and roofing felt in some parts, 
and in others by strips of patent glazing 
The sides of the hangar are almost entirely 
enclosed by glazed panels: a reinforced 
concrete apron extends along the whole of 
the front of the structure. 


Two-storey Annexe 


The two-storey annexe at the rear is 
the same length as the hangar and 30ft. 
wide. The roof and floors are designed to 
act as horizontal beams supporting the 
horizontal forces caused by the cantilevers, 
carrying these forces back to concrete 
cross-walls which themselves are stressed 
down to the foundations and counter- 
weights. Roof and floors thus consist of 
precast reinforced concrete beams with an 
in-situ reinforced concrete slab, and are 
prestressed in the direction of the length 
of the building to ensure strength under 
the cantilever forces; the tendons in the 
top of the cantilevers are carried through 
the roof to the back eaves to ensure a 
good anchorage. The columns are generally 
precast reinforced concrete though where 
they are subject to uplift they are pre- 
stressed.

Pascall, Peter Watson and Associates. 
London Ferro-Concrete Co., Ltd., in 
association with A. J. and J. D. Harris, 
were responsible for the design and erec- 
tion of concrete superstructure. The con- 
tractors were Howard Farrow, Ltd.

£500,000 GIBRALTAR HOUSING GRANT 


GRANT of £500,000 towards the 
cost of a £750,000 scheme to pro- 
vide more than 360 tenements in 
Gibraltar during the next three years 
has been made under Colonial Develop- 
ment and Welfare Acts. 
It is one of 84 grants—including 23 
for research—and loans approved during 


May, making available £5,647,598 for 
schemes to. benefit Britain’s oversea 
territories. 


Much has been done to improve housing 
in Gibraltar since the repatriation of the 
civilian population after World War Two. 
Since 1945, £3,900,000 has been spent on 
housing out of which Colonial Develop- 
ment and Welfare funds have provided 
£323,000 as a grant and £250,000 as an 
interest-free loan. As a result, more than 
1,500 tenements have been built but there 
are still 1,200 applicants for accommoda- 
tion, 

A grant of £120,000 has also been made 
to recondition 1,700 sub-standard houses 
in Malta. 


Grants made in May for educational 
facilities totalled £1,565,336. They in- 
cluded £448,380 for the University College 
of The West Indies for extensions to the 
Departments of Physics, Chemistry, Botany 
and Zoology, and for the construction of 
four lecture rooms and a lecture theatre 
for the Faculty of Arts, and a further 
£131,400 towards the cost of a £146,000 
scheme for building 24 houses for senior 
staff at the University College. 


Road developments account for more 
than £1.5m. of the May grants, the largest 
of which was £930,715 towards the cost 
of construction of a £2m. trunk road from 
Serian to Simanggang in Sarawak. A 
grant of £817,250 was also made from 
Colonial Development and Welfare funds 
for the building of the road in 1957.

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LONDON’S NEW AIR TERMINAL WILL 
COST OVER £3.5M. 


Cubitt’s Tender Accepted 


ORK commenced last week on the 

erection of British European Air- 

ways’ new permanent air terminal at 

the Cromwell Curve, West Kensington, 
London. 

The building, estimated to cost over 
£3.5m., is being constructed between the 
Underground tracks alongside the present 
temporary structure on a site leased from 
the London Transport Executive. The 
present steel and concrete “raft” above 
the railway tracks will be extended around 
the building towards the east of the site 
to provide vehicle exits, 

A ramp road will lead from street level 
to the first floor departure hall. From the 
hall, stairways will descend to the coach 
embarkation points. 

The basement of the new terminal will 
provide parking space for no fewer than 
140 cars. Plans are also being studied to 
more than double this accommodation by 
the erection of a fully automatic five-storey 


car park using electronically controlled 
lifts designed for one-man operation, 
Another innovation is the opening and 
shutting of doors by a concealed floor 
switch, which automatically opens the 
doors when the passengers approach them. 


Ten Floors 


The terminal, extending to 10 floors, will 
be of reinforced concrete construction with 
“curtain” walling externally. It has been 
designed for Air Terminals, Ltd., a sub- 
sidiary of the two British Air Corporations, 
by Sir John Burnet, Tait and Partners. 
Wakeman, Trower and Partners are the 
quantity surveyors. Mr. Alfred Beer is 
the consulting engineer and G. H. Buckle 
and Partners are the consultants for the 
electrical and mechanical work. 

The contractors are Holland & Hannen 
and Cubitts, Ltd., whose tender was the 
lowest of six submitted for the main part 
of the work,

PLEA FOR BETTER GARDEN 
FENCING 


Insufficient attention was given to 
garden fencing in the building of new 
houses, it was stated at the recent annual 
meeting of the Fencing Contractors Asso- 
ciation in London. The result of this was 
that when young householders had got 
their gardens in order they experienced 
the need for better garden fencing but 
were then unable to afford the cost.

FACTORY BUILDING STUDIES 
The Noise Problem 


HE trend towards more _ powerful 

machines is making the problem of noise 
in factories increasingly serious. In some 
factories measures are being taken to 
reduce existing noise levels. However, 
there is much that can be done at the 
initial stages of design to reduce the noise 
problem. 

A survey of the main causes of noise 
in factories and available methods of re- 
ducing it is published as the sixth in the 
D.S.I.R. series Factory Building Studies 
(Factory Building Studies No. 6 “Noise 
in Factories” published for D.S.ILR. by 
H.M.S.O., price 3s. 6d. (63 cents in U.S.A.), 
by post 3s. 10d.). 

It is emphasised that the noise factor 
may be considered at the earliest stages 
in planning a factory. Choice of the manu- 
facturing method, which largely determines 
the noise level and its effect on the occu- 
pants of the factory and residents of the 
area, is the responsibility of management. 
Noise at source could be reduced by 
machine manufacturers in designing their 
machines. Where this is not possible, 
factory engineers could minimise its effect 
by taking precautions in __ installing 
machines. The building designer can re- 
duce annoyance by siting noisy equipment 
away from other buildings, and by the use 
of enclosures and sound-absorbing roof 
linings. 

This 26-page booklet is divided into two 
parts: the first explains how noise is 
generated in industrial operations and its 
effect on people near; the second discusses 
the various ways of reducing noise in 
factories and their effectiveness.

Talking of Safety 


RECENTLY mentioned some of the 
hazards which can arise through 
faulty systems of signalling. Between 
human beings the commonest form of 
communication is by word of mouth, 
and there indeed we have a generous 
source of trouble! 

Mistakes occur in this way for two 
reasons: either the speaker has failed to 
phrase his words in such a way that the 
meaning is clear, or else he has uttered 
them indistinctly--and indistinctly can 
mean that he is using a broad dialect which 
is readily intelligible to those who hail 
from his own part of the country, but is 
almost a foreign language to others. 

I remember an incident which occurred 
many years ago, when, as a callow young 
engineer newly arrived in the South of 
England, I was asked by a foreman erector 
to obtain for him “two dozen dills.”” Puzzled 
but too timid to ask what he meant by 
“ dills"’ I sent a requisition to our plant 
yard, and in due course received a request 
by the deputy plant manager (who was also 
puzzled but far from being timid) for an 
explanation of item No. 5. 

Full of shame, I went back to our cock- 
ney foreman. “How do you spell this 
thing, ‘ dills’?” I asked. 

He stared at me-——as I knew he would 
in astonishment. ‘“ Why, D-E-A-L-S 
dills,” he said. 

So 24 deals were ordered, and to my 
surprise and relief they turned out to be 
just ordinary timber planks. 

That incident had no alarming results, 
but there have been many occasions when 
indistinct or confusing orders have led to 
painful consequences. Like the time when 
a labourer called “ right!” to a man work- 
ing at a different level of his hoist. It 
was heard by the operator who thought it 
was the signal to lower. That did produce 
a near tragedy. 

This incident came to my mind recently 
when I happened to overhear a fitter 
giving some instructions to his mate 
stationed at an electric switch some dis- 
tance away, where he was screened from 
sight by a large section of ducting. The 
fitter was about to carry out an adjust- 
ment to some overhead current collectors 
who is a_ practising safety 
engineer, would welcome subjects for dis- 
cussion in this column. All names of persons 
mentioned in these discussions are entirely 
fictitious. Questions of law are expressed as 
the author's personal opinions and are not 
claimed to be authoritative.—Ep1tTor.

on a travelling skip and his orders went 
something like this: 

* When I say * off’ switch off, see 
(pause) O.K. (long pause) 
are you right?” 

* Yes, are you?” 

“IT said *O.K.’ didn’t 1?) Just a minute 

hold on. Right. Go ahead.” 

“Do you want it off or on?” 

“| said * right *~-switch it off.” 

“Tt is off!” 

* Well why the heck didn’t you say so?” 

As you can imagine, the fitter and his 
mate were soon locked in a kind of love- 
hate relationship from which there was 
little hope of escape, save sudden death. 
They were not my firm's employees and I 
could only listen and wonder... . 

Another popular accident-raiser is the 
carefully detailed but ambiguous instruc- 
tion that is always taken the wrong way. 
On one disastrous occasion it went some- 
thing like this: 

Scene: the dismantling of a tall lattice 
derrick. 

* Bert, tell Charlie to make fast his end 
of the rope then go down and release those 
two guy wires on the west side.” 

It is not surprising that Bert thought it 
was Charlie who was supposed to release 
the guys. Having seen the rope made fast, 
he climbed down the opposite side of the 
structure and wandered over to the tool 
store. After waiting a few moments the 
chargehand gave the order to the winch 
crew to start winding down. When at 
last he realised something was wrong, it 
was too late. The mast slewed round and 
collided violently with a nearby scaffold. 
Several men were injured and_ others 
severely shocked. 

Some of the special safety training 
courses now organised throughout the 
country wisely make a special point of the 
importance of giving clear orders. This, 
of course, affects not only safety, but also 
the efficient supervision of the job from all 
aspects. An amusing experiment which 
illustrates the consequences of badly given 
instructions is the “paper folding” exer- 
cise. Each of the students is given a piece 
of paper about 6in. square, and, in fairly 
rapid succession, the lecturer gives orders 
for folding the sheets, thus: 

* Fold over . fold cornerways 
fold back tear a piece out of the 


corner ... fold the other corner . . . now 
tear a piece out of the middle.” 

He then asks the class to unfold their 
sheets of paper and hold them up. The 
striking assortment of shapes and_ sizes 
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“It must be nearly dinner-time!” 
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of the pieces displayed usually produce a 
good deal of laughter. But the point of 
the exercise has been made. 

Staff engineers and the higher grades of 
management are often guilty of giving 
faulty instructions. A blending of haste 
and impatience sometimes leads to a tele- 
phone conversation like this: 

“Get whatsisname the chap with the 
glasses to run up to the plant people and 
see if they've got a mobile for Harry’s 
job. Eh? Well get one big enough 
and tell him he hasn't sent the spares for 
the two other items. Eh? how do I 
know? Haven't been there for a week; 
I think whatsisname knows all about it 
got to go now-—-ring me back when its 
fixed. "Bye Jack.” 

Unfortunately Jack didn’t get one “big 
enough,” and, as the result, a crane over- 
turned and a man was crippled for life. 


“DONCASTER MOTORWAY” 


An illustrated plan showing all details 
of earthmoving operations is included in 
“ Doncaster Motorway,” a booklet just 
published by the contractors, Cubitts- 
Fitzpatrick-Shand, and West Riding County 
Council. 

There are 28 bridges on this contract and 
generally the piers are shuttered for their 
full height and concreted in a single pour 
above the foundations. In other instances 
the abutments have a rough textured sur- 
face produced by plastic lined shutters. 
This new treatment was developed by 
the county engineer’s staff. 

“Doncaster Motorway” contains pic- 
tures of several bridges under construc- 
tion, and shows a close-up of the rough 
textured surface. A full description of 
the contract and the engineering design is 
given, and special emphasis is laid on the 
engineering problems associated with sub- 
sidence—-14ft. is ultimately anticipated in 
one area. 

Details of the machines used, and artist's 
impressions of two fly-over junctions are 
also included.

VIBRATING COMPACTOR ATTACHMENT 
FOR ROAD ROLLERS 


TRIPLE vibrating plate compactor 

is now being offered by Aveling- 
Barford, Ltd. Grantham, as a 
rear-mounted attachment for their 
three-wheeled GC and GD road rollers 
(6-16 tons range). 

On the attachment for GD rollers each 
of the three vibrating plates has a ground 
contact area of 388 sq. in. 
(2,503 sq. cm.) and has a dead- 
weight of 430lb. (195 kgs.). 
On GC rollers the plates are 
slightly smaller as the rolling 
width which they have to 
cover is less. Two _ contra- 
rotating electrically driven 
vibrators are fixed to each 
plate, together producing a 
vertically acting centrifugal 
force of 500lb. (227 kgs.) per 
plate, when rotating at their 
maximum speed of 3,000 
r.p.m. The three plates to- 
gether cover the full rolling 
width of the machine. 

The vibrators are driven by 
an 8-kVA alternating current 
generator which is directly 
coupled to a Petter air-cooled 
diesel engine. Engine and 
generator are mounted on a 
sub-frame transversely fitted 
to the back end of the roller. 
The vibrating plates are raised 
and lowered between working 
and travelling positions by the 
same rams as used to control 
the hydraulic scarifier, but 


these rams do not play any part in the 
compacting operation of the attachment 
contact between plates and ground being 
maintained solely by weight of the plates. 

It is envisaged that the attachment will 
be used on base and sub-base work for 
compacting coarse aggregates, and in 
particular for filling the interstices in the 
latter with fine material.

Hydraulic 
cylinders are protected from damage and 
the cable chain swing drive, which gives 
a 188-degree arc of swing, is protected and 
regulated by a combination flow control 
and cushioning valve. 

The operating pressure of 2,000 p.s.i. and 
the special multiple control valve give the 
digger an operating cycle of 15 to 19 
seconds. Output is said to be between 
25 cu. yd. per hour and 75 cu. yd., depend- 
ing on bucket size and conditions.
